thefe Notes at the End. When I firft faw the Diary, I pre- 
fently concluded (and fo I told fome particular Friends) that 
I thought it ought not to he printed, for fome reafons that I 
then gave, and I find, that I have no reafon to alter that opi- 
nion fince I have had the ufe of the Life, which is (for the 
main) both more exafl, and of |;reater value and fatisfa£lion. 
I ihall fay nothing more, unlefs it be to acquaint the Reader, 
that the Earl of Oxford (when he was only Lord Harley) 
had * the Diary from Mr, Anftis (now Garter principal King 
of Arms) who gave it him in the year 171 2, and that Mr. 
Anftis received it from Mr. Dale the Herald many years fince, 
in exchange for feveral original Letters of Mr. Wood's to Sir 
Peter Pett, the King's Advocate general for the Kingdome of 
Ireland, which he bought at the Sale of his Books. The 
Letters were moftly about his method of defending himfelf 
againft the profecution in the Vice-Chancellour's Court, and 
defiring his advice, and he is very forry, that he did not take 
Copies of them.

Armes and Pcdcgrc, and to have them entred into 
their Books ; but he, forfooth, pleading the Pri- 
vilege of the Univerfity, or that he was a Privi- 
leged perfon, and fo confeqUently exempted, as 
he pretended (but falfe) e curia Marifchalli^ he did 
not appeare in his owne behalf, tho' he did in the 
behalf of the Petties of Tetfworth, and entred, 
what he knew of that Family, the Armes, Mat- 
ches, and Iffue of three or more Defcents, being 
defired fo to do by Maximilian Pettie, who gave 
him the Fees, and he * the Heralds. It was after- 
wards to Mr. A. Wood, when he came to under- 
ftand thofe things, a great trouble to him, that 
his Father did not enter three or more Defcents of 
his owne Familie, which he had then [been] bet- 
ter able to doe, than thofe of the Familie of his 
Wife (Pettie.)

Aug. I. A Fine of 30^'. was fet by the Warden and Fcl- 
lowcs of Merton ColL when his Father renewed

His Grandmother Penelopie, the Widdow of Nov. 
Capt. Rob. Pettie or Le Petite Gent, (his Mother's 
Father) died with greif at or neare Charlemount 
in Ireland, the Seat of her Nephew William Vif- 
count Caulfield, occafion'd by the barbarous ufuage 
of her intimate acquaintance (but a bigotted Pa- 
pift) S'. Philim O Neale, who afted the part of an 
Arch -Tray tor and Rebell, when the grand rebel- 
lion broke out in that Kingdome 23. Odlober 1 641. 
This Penelopie was daughter of Richard Taverner, 
Lord of Wood-Eaton in Oxfordlhire, by his fecond 
Wife, Mary, dau. of S'. John Harcourt, K', of 
the antient and noble Family of the Harcourts of 
Stanton Harcourt in the faid Countie. She was 
borne at Wood-Eaton in the beginning of Sept. 
1566, and when fhc;e was about 21 yeares of age 
(being then a moft comlie and proper perlbn, as 
moft of the Taverners were then, and in after 
times, fome of whome he does remember) fhee 
was married to his Grand-father Robert Pettie be-

Thame, left Oxon. in order to goc to France with 
Charles Dufore of * Montillet, a kind of a Mer- 
chant at Bloys.

Robert, but the Troubles in England foon after 
following, Charles Dufore refufed to fend his Son.

Upon the publication of his Majeftie*s Procla- Aug. 
mation, for the fupprelfing of the Rebellion under 



and relates a St^ry of his Behaviour in the 2d Vol. of the 
Fafiiy Col. tT. laft Edit, which^ without fomc further cxpla- 
nation, is fcarcely to lie credited. 

Mr. Ward in his Liyes of the Grelham ProfciTors has given 
us a much more favourable Idea of this Gentleman, who, as 
may be coUefted from both Accounts, was the Son of Rob, 
Button of Bifhopfton in Wiltfhire. He was entered at Exeter 
College where he made fo great a progrefs in Learning that, 
having taken the Degree of B. A. he was recommended by 
Dr. Prideaux the Reftor to Sir Nath. Brent Warden of Mer- 
ton College to Hand for a fellowfhip there, and was ele6led« 
with eleven others, probationer Fellow of that Society in the 
Year 1633. He became a noted tutor in his College ; and had« 
• among others, that famous Linguiil Zachary Bogan for his 
Pupil. Upon the breaking out of the Civil War, he left 
Oxford and reiided in London, and in 1 643 was eledled Geo- 
metry ProfeiTor in Grelham College. He was appointed 
with Mr. Jofhua CrofTe, then ProfeiTor of Law in Grefham 
College, one of the Delegates for the Aflillance and Informa- 
tion of the Viiitors at Oxford, to which place he attended 
thcto O^, II. 1647. When the Earl of Pembroke made his 
public Entry as Chancellor, Mr. Button, being one of the 
Proctors eledl, not in the regular ftatutable Way, but hy the 
interpoiition of the Parliament, received him at Merton 
College with a Latin Oration. The Office of Pro6lor requi- 
ring Mr. Button's attendance at Oxford, he refigned his Pro- 
feiTorihip at Grelham College June 1 3*^. of that Year. Upon 
the 4'^ of Augull following He was made Canon of Chrift- 
Church and public Orator of the Univerlity by the Viiitors, 
and was one of thofe Perfons to whom a grant was made by 
the Delegates to become Do6tors lof Divinity whenever they 
pleafed, which none of them chofe to make ufe of; Mr. 

Button, 
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the conduft and command of Robert Earl of Eflcx, 
the Members of the Univerfitie of Oxon. began 
to put themfelves in a pofture of Defence, and 
efpecially for another Reafon, which was, that there 



Button, as M. a Wood fays, declining it on Account of his 
being then newly married or upon the Point of Marriage, 
and therefore unwilling to be at the Expence. 

After the Reftoration of King Charles II. he was eje6led by 
the Commiffioners from his Canonry and Orator's Place, in 
the former of which he was fucceeded by Mr. John Fell, and 
in the latter by Mr, Rob. South, Mr. a Wood fays that when 
he was removing his Goods from his Hqufe at Chrift Church, 
to make room for Mr. Fell, he would ufually fay, when he 
heard the two little Bells ring to Canonical Prayers, " There 
«* now go the Mafs-Bells ; and let thofe that, are alFedled that 
** Way go to the Church, for be fure I Ihall not ;" or words 
to that EfFe£l. He retired, after this, to Iflington, and fuf- 
fered in his Fortune by having Youths under his Care for 
Inftrudlion, not having taken the Oath agaii^ft Reliftance, 
The late Sir Jofeph Jekyll was one of his Pupils, among 
whom he lent feveral of his Orations and other Exercifes for 
their Imitation. Mr, a Wood fays that he preached in Con- 
venticles till his Death, which happened in the latter End of 
Oft. 1680 ; when he was buried in Iflington Church with 
his Son, who died at or near the fame Time of a Confump- 
tion. 

From feveral Circumftances above mentioned it appears 
that Mr, a Wood is juftified in aflerting that He was Purita- 
nically affeSedi — but it redounds much to his Honour, that 
he and his Colleague Mr. Crofle were highly inftrumental in 
continuing the learned Dr. Pococke in his Hebrew and Ara- 
bic Ledlures.

diers [were] pafiing thro* the Country, as fcnt from 
London by the Parliament for the fecuring of Ban- 
bury and Warwick. Dr. Pink of New Coll. the 
Deputy- Vice-chancellour, called before him to the 
public Schooles all the privileged men's Armes, to 
have a view of them : where/ not onlie privileged 
men of the Univerfitie and their fervants, but alio 
many Scholars appeared, bringing with them the 
Furniture of Armes of every Col. that then * any 
any. Mr. Wood's Father had then Armour or 
Furniture for one man, viz. a Helmet, a Back and 
Breaft-piece, a Pyke and a Mufquct, and other 
Appurtenances : And the eldcft of his Men-fer- 
vants (for he had then three at leaft) named Tho- 
mas Burnham, did appeare in thofe Armes, when 
the Scholars and privileged men trained ; and whca 
he could not train, as being taken up with bufi. 
nefs, the next fervant did traine : and much adoe 
there was to keep Thomas, the eldeft Son, then 
a Student of Chr. Ch. and a youth of about i8 
yeares of age, from putting on the faid Armour 
and to traine among the Scholars. The faid Scho- 
lars and privileged men did fomtimes traine ia 
New Coll. Quadrangle, in the eye of * Dr. Rob. 
Pink, the Dcp. Vicechancellour, then Warden of

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the faid Coll. And it being a novel matter, there 
was no holding of the School-Boyes in their School 

perpetual fellow of New Coll. in 15965 took the degrees in 
Arts, entered on the Phyfick Line^ was admitted Bach, in that 
faculty 1 61 2; afterward ftudied Divinity, was elefted War- 
dm of his College 161 7, proceeded in Divinity and was ' 
much efteemed by King James the I. for his Dexterity in 
difputing, as by King Charles the I. for his eminent Loyalty. 
He was a zealous Defender of the Univerfity Privileges and 
Liberties, efpecially when he performed the Office of Vice- 
Chancellor, and cftcemed by all that knew him moft eminent 
fof Knowledge in Philofophy and Divinity. —He died much 
lamented by the Members of his College, becaufe he had 
teen a vigilant, faithful and publick fpirited Governour ; by 
the poor of the City of Oxon, becaufe he had been a con- 
flant benefa^or to them ; by the orphans, to whom he had 
been sl father ; and generally by all who knew the great Vir- 
tues, Piety, and Learning of the Perfoii, on the 2d Day of 
Nov. 1647. Whereupon his Body was buried in the outer 
Chapel belonging to New Coll. between the Pulpit and the 
Screen, leaving then behind him certain matters fit for the 
Prefs. 

In 1677. i)r. Ralph Brideoake Bilhop of Chichefter who 
had in his younger Years been patronized by the faid Dr. 
Pink erefted, out of Gratitude, a comely Monument for him 
on the Welt Wall of the outer Chapel at fome diftance from 
his Grave with this Infcription —

Whereupon Mr. Wood's Fa- 
ther with his Familie removed to a little Houfe in 
his Backfide, which he about 2 or 3 yearcs before 
had new built. 

About the fame time his Maj. caufcd his Maga- 
zine to be put into New College Cloifter and Tower 
&?f. Whereupon the Mafter of the School there, 
with his Scholars (among whome A. Wood was 
one) were removed to the Chorifters Chamber at 
the Eaft-end of the Common Hall of the faid Coll. 
It was then a dark nafty Room, and very unfit for 
fiich a purpofe, which made the Scholars often 
complaine, but in vaine. 

His Father Thom. Wood or a Wood, before Jan. 19J 
mentioned, died, being Thurfday, about 4 of the 
clock in the Morning, to the very great Grief and 
Reluftancy of his Wife and Children. He died in 
his Houfe in the Backfide before mentioned, in the 
room over the Kitchin : and being a fat and cor- 
pulent man, and therefore his Body could not 
keep, he was buried between 8 and 9 of the clock 
at night, on the fame day, in the North part of 
Merton Coll. outer-Chappell or Church, neare to 
the Graves of Jam. Wood, his yonger brother, 
yfho died in Sept. 1629. and Jo. Wood, his Son, 
whome I have mentioned under the yeare'i639.

having a good portion, and growing richer there- 
upon, he was fined in Ofkober 1630 for refufing 
the honour of Knighthood, a matter then lately 
brought [up] to obtaine Money for his Majeftie's 
ufe. This Money, which was paid by all perfons 
of 40^. per an. that refufed to come in and be 
dub'd Knights, was called Knigbtbood-Money. This 
Thorn. Wood was Son of Richard Wood, who, 
when a youth, was brought to Iflingdon by Rob. 
Wood his Uncle and Godfather, as the tradition 
goeth in the Family : who giving him good breed- 
ing, he ever after lived in good Fafliion. The 
Fofterity of the faid Robert, who have Lands and 
Tenements to this day in Iflingdon, live at King- 
fton upon Thames in Surry; where, and elfewhere, 
they have an Eftate, that amounts to 2000''. per 
An. and have been fcvcral times ofFcr*d the degree 
of Baronet.

It was much lamented by the Relations of the 
Father and Mother of A. W. that he and his bro- 
ther Chriftophcr were left yong, when their Father 
dyed, and that no bobody was left (bccaufe of the 
raging of the Civil Warr) to take car^ of them, 
only a Woman. His eldeft Brother Thomas, 

C 2 whome 
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whome I fhall mention under the yeare 1651, was 
then a rude and - boifterous Soldier. His fecond 
Brother Edward, was now a yong Scholar of Tri* 
nity Coll. (lately of Mcrton) and did in this, or in 
the next, yeare beare Armes for his Maj. within 
the Garrifon of Oxon. and was fo farr from being 
a Governour or Tutor to others, that he could 
fcarcely govern himfelf ; and his 3*^. Brother Ro- 
bert was in France in the thirteenth yeare of his 
age. In this condition he continued, and yet went 
to Schoole at New Coll. but by the great Hurry 
and noife, that was this yeare in Oxon. and by the 
•abfence of his Matter, he and his Brother loft 
much time. 

This yeare the * Plate, which had been given to 
A. Wood by his Godfathers and Godmother, which 
was confiderable, was (with all other Plate in Oxon.) 
carried by his Majcftie's command to the Mint at 
New Inne, and there turned into Money to pay 
his Majeftie*s Armies. 



* It is much to be lamented that the Neceffities of the 
Royal Party required a Supply of this Nature. Had thefc 
valuable Services of Plate been pledged only for a Time, and

On Wednefday, being the Eve of the Afcenfion, May 29. 
Hobert Earl of Eflcx, Generaliffuno of the Parlia- 
ment Forces, and S'. Will. Waller, going with their 
Forces from Abendon over Sandford Ferry, and 
fo thro Cowley, and over Bullington Green (to the 
end they might go towards Iflip) faced the City of 
Oxon. for feveral Houres, whilft their Carriages 
flipt away behind them. This gave fome Terror 
to the Garrifon of Oxon. his Maj. being then 
therein, and great Talke there was, that a Siege 
would fuddenly follow. Mr. A. Wood's Mother 
therefore refolving, that he and his Brother Chrit 
topher ftiould be removed out of harme*s way, Ihc 
fent them with an horfe and man into the country : 
And becaufe the Infedion was then in Oxon. (he 
ordered, that they (hbuld be conveyed to Tctfworth, 
ten Miles diftant from Oxford ; where they conti- 
nued for a fortnight or more in the Houfe of * Rich. 
Scienfe, then called the Catherine Wheel, now a 
great new built Inn of Brick (1683) at the lower 
end of the Towne. There, I fay, they continued 
till it was thought, that they had no infedion about 
them, and then they were conveyed two miles on 
one fide of Tetfworth, to a Merkate Towne called 
Thame, and there they were fet downe, and con-

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veyed into the Vicaridge Houfe, neare to, and on 
the North fide of, the Church, where they were 
very lovingly received by the Vicar Mr. Thorn* 
Henant, and his Wife Elizabeth, one of the 
Daughters of Leonard Pettie, Gent. Kinfman to 
the Mother of A. and Ch. Wood ; in which houfe' 
their three elder Brothers had before fojourned^ 
while they went to the Free-School * in Thame. 
Afterwards they were entred into the faid School^ 
there to be educated till they were fit to be Aca- 
demians or Apprentices. The Matter of that School

* William Burt was the Son of William Burt fomedmc 
belonging to the Choir of the Cathedral Church at Winchef- 
ter, was born in the Parilh of St. Laurence in that City and. 
educated in Wykeham's School there : Admitted perpetual 
Fellow of New College Oxford in 1627, took the degrees in 
Arts and foon after became chief Mafter of Thame School ia 
Oxfordihire. In 1647, He was made Reftor of Whitfeild \n 
that County and foon after Head Mailer of Wincheftcr School^ 
in the Place of Dr. Pottlnger. On the 9*** oi Sept. 1658, he 
'was promoted to the Wardenihip of M^inchefter College in 
the Place of Dr. Harris, deceafed, and, after the Reftoration, 
in 1664 fuccceded Dr. Prcfton as Prebendary of the Cathe- 
tdral. He died at Winchefter on the 3**. of July 1679, and 
was buried on the South Side of the Altar in the Chapell of 
the College.

Which Will. Biirt was afterwards Schoolmaftcr of 
Wykcham*s School nearc Winchefter, Warden of 
the Coll. there, and Dr. of Divinity. The Uflicr 
of the faid School was one David Thomas, Bach. 
of Arts of Jelus Coll. who before had married a 
Maid of ordinary Note, but handfome. Shee had 
feveral yeares lived in the Parifh where A. and Ch. 
Wood were borne, and her Sirname, I think, was 
Anne Price price, having been brought up under [her] KinC- 
woman or Aunt called Joane Evans, who kept a 
publipk houfe, now knowne by the name of the 
MagpiCj in the fame Parifh. 

The faid D. Thomas was afterwards the fecond 
Mafter of the Free-School of Dorchefter in Oxford- 
ihire, founded by Joh. Feteplace, Efq;. and at 
length Mafter of a well endow'd School at Leycef- 
ter, the chief Towne in Leycefterftiire, where he 
continued till the time of his Death, in Aug. 1667, 
Jiaving before obtained a comfortable Eftate by the 
great paines he took in Pedagogie, and by the 
many [Sojournours] that he aiwaies kept in his 
Houfe. 

It was obfcrv'd by the Vicar Mr. Henant, while 
A. Wood fojourned in his houfc, that the faid A. 
Wood was very fedulous, was aiwaies up and readfe 
the firft in the Houfe, and aiwaies ambitious of 
being firft in the School in the Morning ; and if 
any way hindred, he would be apt to cry and make 
a noife, to the difturbance. of the family, as Mr. 

Henant 
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Henafit hath feveral times tol4 him, when he was 
Mr, of Arts. 

A.Wood did partly remember, that he was much 
retired, walked moftly alone, was given much to 
thinking and Melancholy ; which fometimes made 
his night's reft (o much difturb*d, that he would 
walk in his Sleep (only with his Ihirt on) and dif- 
turb and fright people of the Houfc, when they 
were going to their refpeftive Beds, two or 3 
houres after he had taken up his reft. This alfo, 
bcfides his owne memorie, he hath been often told 
by his Cozen Henant the Wife, who lived at Great 
Milton neare Oxon. in the houfe of his Cozen 
Joh. Cave, after her huft)and's death. 

On Sunday the ' 8 of Oftob. hapned a dreadful! oa. 8. 
fire in Oxon. fuch a one (for the ftiortnefs of the 
time, wherein it burned) that all Ages before could 
hardly paralcl. It began about two of the clock in 
the afternoon in a little poore houfe, on the South 
fide of Thames ftreet (leading from the North gate 
to High Bridg) occafipn'd by a Foot-Soldier's roaft- 
ing a Pigg, which he had ftoln. The wind being 
verie high, and in the North, blew the Flames 
Southward very quick and ^ftrangly, and burnt all 
Houfes and Stables (except S. Marie's Coll.). ftand- 
ing between the back-part of thofe houfes, that 
extend from the North Gate to S, Martin's Church

called New inn Lane, on the Weft: then all the 
old Houfes in the Bocherew (with the Bocherew it 
felf ) which ftood between S. Martin's Church and 
the Church of S. Peter in the Baylie ; among 
which were two which belonged to A.Wood's Mo- 
ther, befides the Stables and back-houfcs belong- 
ing to the Flpwr de Luce, which were totally, con- 
fumed, to her great Lofs, and fo.confequently to 
the Lofs of her Sons, as they afterwards evidently 
found it.

While A. Wood and his brother Chriftopher 
continued at Thame, you cannot imagine, 'was 
great Difturbances they fuffcr'd by the Soldiers of 
both Parties, fomtimes by the Parliament Soldiers 
of Aylesbury, fomtimes by the King's from Borftall 
houfe, and fomtimes from the King's at Oxon. and 
at Wallingford. The cbicfcft Difturbances and 
AfFrightments, that they and the family, wherein 
they lived, endured, were thefe. 

Ori the 27 of January, being Munday, an.16449 
Colonel Tho. Blagge, Governour of Wallingford 
Caftle, roving about the Country very early with a 
Tropp of ftout Horfmen, confifting of 70 or 80 
at moft, met with a Partie of Parliamenteirs or 
Rcbells, of at leaft 200, at Long Crendon, about

a mile 
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t mile Northward from Thame : which 200 be- 
longed to the Gamfon of Aylelburie, and being 
headed by a Scot, called Colonel CraifFord, who, 
as I think, was Governour of the Garrifon there, 
they pretended, that they were looking out Quar- 
ters for them. I fay, that Col. Blagge and his par- 
tie, meeting with thefe Rebells at Long Crendon, 
fought with, and made them run, till his men fol- 
lowing them too eager[ly] were overpowered with 
multitudes, that afterwards came in to their affifl:- 
ance, (almoft treble his number) at which time he 

himfelf with Ws ftout Captaine Walter 

(they two only) fought againft a great many of the 
Rebelis for a long while together 5 in which en- 
counter the brave Colonel behaved himfelf as man- 
fully with his Sword, as ever man did, flaftiing ?ind 
beating' fo many frelh Rebells with fuch Courage 
and Dexterity, that he would not ftirr, till he had 
brought off all his owne men, whereof the Rebells 
kild biit two (not a man more) tho they took fix- 
teen, who ftdyed too long behind. Captain Walter 
had fix Rebells upon him, and, according to his 
cuftome, fought it out fo gallantly, that he brought 
himfelf off with his Colonel, and came home fafe 
to Wallingford with all their men, except 18. Gob 
Blagge was cut over the Face, and had fome othcif 
hurts, but not dangerous. V^ 1 

After the Adiion was concluded at Crendon, an* 
Blagge and 'his men forced to fly homeward, th^y* 
took part of Thame in their wayl A^id A, W. and 
his Fellow-Sojournours being all then at Dinner in

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the Parlour with fomc Strangers there, of whomc 
their Matter Burt and his Wife were of the num- 
ber, they were all alarum'd with their approach : 
and by that time they could run out of the Houfe 
into the Backfide, to look over the Pale that parts 
it from the common Road, they faw a great num- 
ber of Horfmen polling towards Thame over 
Crendon Bridge, about a Stone's caft from their 
Houfe (being the out and only Houfe on that Road, 
before you come into Thame) and in the head of 
them was Blagge with a bloody Face, and his party 
with Capt. Walter following him. The number, as 
was then gueffed by A. W. and thoic of the family, 
was 50 or more, & they all rode under the faid 
Pale and clofe by the Houfe. They did not ride 
in order, but each made fhift to be forcmoft; and 
one of them riding upon a (helving ground, oppo- 
fite to the Dore, his Horfe flip*d, fell upon one 
fide, and threw the Rider (a lufty man) in A. 
Wood's fight. Colonel Crafford, who was well 
* hors'd at a pretty diftance before his men in pur- 
fuite, held a Piftol to him -, but the Trooper cry*- 
ing Quarter, the Rebells came up, rifled him, and 
took him and his Horfe away with them, Crafford 
rode on without touching him, and ever or anon 
he would be difcharging his Piftol at fome of the 
Fag-end of Blagg's Horfe, who rode thro the Weft 
end of Thame, called Prieft-Endy leading towards 
Ricot.

Whether 
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Whether Crafibrd and hb men followed them 
beyond * Thame, I think not, but went into the 
Towne, and refrcflied themfelves, and fo went to 
Aylesbury. I find one Laurence Craffbrd, the fiicth 
fon of Hugh CrafFord (of the fame family, which 
is noble, of Kilbourne) to have been borne in his 
father's Caftle at Jordan hill neare ^ Glofcow in 
Scotland, on the Cal. of Nov. 161 1, and to have 
received fome Education in Glafcow. Afterwards 
it appeares, that he went beyond the Seas, and 
fcrved in the Warrs for eleven yeares under Guf- 
tavus and Chriftianus, Kings of Sweedland, in 
Germany, and afterwards for the fpace of three 
yeares he was a *" Protobune of Horfe under Charles 
Lewis Elector Palatine. In 1641 he was fent into 
Ireland by the Parliament of England to fight 
againft the-Rebells, where he ferved in the quality 
of a Tribune for two yeares, and in 1643 he was 
fent for from thence by the Pari, of England, and 
made Legatus fecundus under Edw. Earl of Man- Major gc- 
chefter, and afterwards in the Scotch Expedition^^*"^' 
At length when the Scots befieged Hereford, he 
was kird with a Bullet, fhot from the Works, on 
the 17 of Aug. 1645, aged 34 yeares : whereupon 
his body being carried off to the City of Glocefter, 
it was buried there in the larg Chappel at the Eaft 
End of the Choire, called our Ladie's Chappel, 
within the Cathedral there, and foop after had a

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very fair Monument fct or faftned on the tfbrth 
Wall neare to his Grave, contiaining the proportion 
of a man to the middle (or the Buft of a man) in 
lyWte Marble, with a fliort ftaflF in his right hand, 
iVhich inonument continuing in it's lufter till after 
the reftoration of K. Ch. 2. it was then brderjed to 
be plucked downe by the Bifhop, Deane artel Pre- 
bends. This Laurence CrafFord feems to be the 
fame perfon with Colonel Crafford before men- 
tioned, who, I think, was Governour of AylcsbUry 
m Bucks for a tinie. As for Colonel Blagge, who 
was borne of an antient and gentile familie in Suf- 
folke, he fufFered much between the declenfion of 
the King's caufe and the reftoration of K. Ch. 2. 
by exile and Teveral imprifonments ; but after the 
[King wa^] reftored, he was rewarded with * with'' 
the Governdurfhip of Yarmouth and other things 
in Norfolk ; yet being juft fetlcd, and in capacity 
of fpending the remainder of his Dayes in eafe and 
quietnefs, he died, to the great grief of his family 
and relations, within the City 6f Weftminfter, on 
the 14 of Nov. 1660, aged 47 yeares: whcreuport 
his body was buried in the great North Iflc, joyn- 
ii)g to the Church of S. Peter (commonly called 
the Abbey Church) within the faid Citic. 

The next great Difturbance, whereby A.W. and 
his Fellow Sojournours were alarum'd at Thame, 
was this. In the latter end of Apr. 1645, a famous 
BuckinghamftiiFC commander^' called Capt. — — —

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PRips the. R5tgp»n* was in Thame with 20 Horfe 
and Dragoons, to. guard their committee for the 
Excife (the chief of which committee were Good^ 
man Heywood and Goodnwm * [H«] the Butchcf 
his fervant) and tarrying there two d^y^^pr more^ 
S'. Will Campion, Governour of. BorftaU Houfe, 
having received notice of them, fent out his Cap- 

caine Lievetenant, called Capt. — Bunce^ 

with a partie of 20 Horfe, who inftantly marching 
thither over Crendon Bridg, as it feems, and fo by 
the Vicaridge Houfe, drove them thro the Towne 
of Thamp- Whereupon Phips and his Committee 
flying pretty fall, till they came to the Bridg be- 
low Thame Mill (which is Eaftward and a little by 
North about a Stone's-caft from the Vicar's houfe) 
thc[y] faced about, hoping to make > good the 
bridge with their Dragoons. But this valiant Cap- 
taine Bunce, after he had received a volley from 
Phips and his partie (which touched only one com- 
mon Soldier flightlie) -charged over the Bridg, and 
with his piftols fiiot one of them dead, and beat 
them off the Bridge, fo -as they all ran away, but 
loft juft half their number : for befides him that 
was killed, there were rtihe taken, whereof twq 
were Cap. Phips himfelf &: his Lievtcnant, ten. 
only efcaping, moft of which had marks beftowed, 
on them. 

Capt, Bunce returned fafe to BorftaU with 9 pri^ 
foners, 10 Horfes, fix fire-lock Mufquets, and 4

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cafe of ^iftols. This is that Bunce, who (hot the 
pillaging Scot, called Major Jecatniah Abercromy 
(belonging, I think, to Aylesbury Garrifon) neare 
Stretton-Audlcy in Oxfordlhire ; which entring 
deep into hisr fide, fell from his Horfc on the 7 of 
March 1644: fo that being carried off Prifoner, 
with others, to Borftall Houfe, died there foon af- 
ter, full of forrow for his aftivity in the Rebellion 
againfl K. Ch. I. 

Another great Alarme to the juvenile Mufes in 
the Vicaridge houfe, particularly to A. W. was this. 
Colonel Rich. Greaves, a moft confiding Presby- 
terian, laying couchant for a cbnfiderable time in 
Thame with a great partie of Horfe ( upon what 
account I can not tell) in the beginning of Sept. 
1645, it was knowne among the chief Officers in 
Oxon. Whereupon Col. Will. Legge the Govern 
nour thereof, refolving to beat up him and his 
partie, he fent 400 Horfe from Oxon. commanded 
by Col. • David Walter (High-Sheriff of the Coun- 
tie) and Col. Rob. Legge the Governour*s Brother. 

* In a Recefs on the North Side of Wolvercote Church 
Com. Oxon. is an elegant Monument of S^ John Walter. 
His Effigy is as big as the Life, drefled in his Jlobes, laying 
between his two Wives, with his and their Arms depi6led on 
the Top of the Tomb, his three Sons kneeling at his Feet 
and his three Daughters at his Head. For the Infcription fee 
Le Neve's Monum.

In the fame Recefs on the North Wall is a Buft, under 
which is this Infcription :

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Thefe, with 60 Mufquetiers of the Governour's 

Regimtrnt (commanded by Captaine Burgh) 

marched forth from Oxon. in the afternoon of Sa- 
turday Sept. 6, and before they * came to Thame, 
they divided into two Bodies, the Van headed by 
CoL Walter and the Reer by Col. R. Legge. They 
^ found the Towne very ftrongly barricaded at every 

Avenue : notwithftanding which. Major. 

Medcalf (Maj. to Coll. Rob. Legge) charged the 
Rebells Guards, fo as Maj. Medcalfe with 7 Troop- 
ers leapt from their Horfes, and removing the 



JExchequer, Groom of the Bedchamber to King Charles the 
fecond and Lieutenant General of the Ordnance, which Of- 
fice his Majefty gave him as a Reward of the great Valour 
and* Loyalty he had (hewed in the Service of his Father of 
Glorious Memory, during the Civil Wars. He was born at 
Sarfden in this County, married Elizabeth the Widow of 
Francis Lord Dacrc, of Herftmonceaux in Suifex, by whom 
he had no iflue: Died at London the 22^. of April 1679, 
and in the 68*^ Year of his Age. 

The above Monument of Sir John Walter is a curious Peice 
of' Workmanihip and was highly painted and adorned, but 
through Length of Time and Want of Repair is greatly de- 
cayed. 

• Came neare to Tbamet Biar. By CoL R. Legge^ ■■ 
■ opened the Avenue,^ By Col, Rob. Legge. 7bey found 

the Towne very ftrongly barrkadoed at every Avenue : nottoitb- 
ftanding which y Major • • • . Medcalfe {Maj, to CoL Rob. Legg) 
gallantly led up the forlorne hope, charged the RebelU Guards ^ 
maintained his Ground fo handfomly, that Major Aglionby coming 
up to his AJJiftancey the Rebels were beat off the Guards^ fo as 
Maj. Medcalf with 7 Troopers leapt from their Horfes^ and re- 
moving thi'Carts opened the Avenue Diar, 

E Carts 
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Carts opened the Avenue. This done^ the two 
galUnt Majors charged the Rebells up thra the 
Street^ doing e:ipecucion al the W4f to the Mark^(* 
placC) where CqL Greaves hitnklf flood with about 
aoo Horfc drawn up ; but Col. Walter being ready 
with the other Troops (viz. his owne, that of Col. 
Tooker and that of Major TriA) gave thf Rebels 
fuch a Charg, as made them Ry out of th^ Towne ; 
and after purfaing the fugitive Rebels, drove them 
above h^lf » Mile from Thame. In the mcanc 
whifej CqIp ]>gge» who with the Recre guarded the 
Towne and Avenews, Icaft other of the Rebells 
(being in all 800) Ihould break in and defert the 
whole, now drew into the Towne, that others 
might have fequre time to fearch Houfes and Stables. 
Prden were given, and 'twas done accordingljr. 
After which they all drew out of the Towne, and 
marehcd away with their Horfes and Prifoners. 

Bcjfbr^ihey had gone two miles, at leaft 20Q 
Rebels were got in their Reere, but then Col, 
Ij^ggc charged them fo gallantly, that the Rebels 
ran tuck, much fafter than they came on. Yet 
/arr had they not gone, before thefe vexed Rebels 
came on againe, ai)d then ^Ifo Col. Legge beat 
them fo farr back, that they never attempted to 
come on againe. In this Ulft charge that moit 
hopeful yong Gentleman *C^^ Hen. Gardiner 
(Son of S\ Tho. Gardiner, his Majeftie's Sollicifor 

• S\ Thaam QsMrdmer of CimMc^oh in Qzlbrdftlrc, Kl. 
Son of the Recordci? ^f £9^4911, ipd n C«|icsia «f Horfc 
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Gen.) was uirfortunateljr fhot dead ; a Youth of 
foch high incomparable courage, mix'd with fuch 
abondaiice of Modefty and Sw c etn e fej that wee 
cannot eafily match bim^ unkfs ^ich his brave 
Brother^ yong y. Thom^ Qardiner, which two 
are now buried both in one Grave it% the Cathedral 
of Chrift Church in Oxon. whether they were 
brought with much univerfal /brrow and affeftion.. 
Befides this gallant Gcotlemaa^ no Officer was 
killed) only 3 common Soldiers^ nor icarce any 
hurt, only *Maj. Medcaffe Ihot in the Arme. The 
Rebels dropt plentifully in the Street and in the 
Fields, and CoL Greaves efcaped very narrowly]^ 
being run into the Body, and at firfl thought to

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they had taken, which, bcfides common Troopers, 
were 27 Officers : among whome were their Ad- 
jutant-General *Puide, their Provoft- 

General Marfhall (or Prov. Marihal General) and 
their chief Engineer, four Captaines, as Capt. 
Hanfon, Joh. Thornhill, James the Elder &fr. fc- 
vcn Lievtenants, viz. Wilmot, Hughes, Bagnall, 
Lampert, Cannc,' Wilfon, Crompton, and three 
Cornets, Bradlhaw, Brooks and Symons. There 
were alfo taken 13 Sergeants, Quartermafters and 
Corporalls, and a great deal of Money was found 
in the Rebels Pockets, (having lately received Ad- 
vance-Money.) Many Armes alfo were taken, and 
between two and three hundred good Horfe, befides 
three Colours, two whereof had Mottos. The one 
was, Non Reos ReSj and the other was, P^tria 
pofcente paratus. 

^This Alarm and Onfet was made by the Cava- 
liers from Oxon. about break of day on Sunday 
Morning Sept. 7. before any of the Rebels were 
ftirring. But by the Alarm taken from the Senti- 
nel, that ftood at that end of the Towne leading

whereof Adj- Gen. Puide was one, who fought in 
his ihirt. .Some that were quartered neare the 
Church, as in Vincent Barry's houfe between it and 
the School, • and in the Vicar's houfe (where A. 
W. thetn fojournM) fled into the Church (fome with 
their Horfes alio) and going to the top of the 
Tower, would be peeping thence to fee the Cava- 
liers run ^ run" into the Houfcs, where rhey quar' 
fer'd, to fetch away their Goods. 

There were about 6 of the Parliament Soldiers 
(Troopers) that quartered in the Vicar's Houfe, and 
one being (low and carelefs, was airing and warm- 
ing his Boots, while they were fighting in the 
Towne : and no fooner he was withdrawne, into 
the Garden I think, but fome of the Cavaliersi^ 
who were retiring with their Spoyle towards Bor- 
ftall (foe they had fcparatcd themfelves from thofc 
that went to Ojton.) ran into the Vicar's Houfe, and 
fcizcd on Cloaks and Goods of the Rebels, while 
6>mc of the faid Rebels (who had lock'd themfelvei 
up in the Church) were beholding Out of the Ch. 
Windows what they were doing* 

On the day before (Saturday) fome of the faid 
Rebels, that lodg'd in the faid Houfe, had been 
progging for Venifon, in Thame Park I think, and 
one or two Pafties of it were made, and newly put 
lACo the Oven before the Cavaliers entred into the 
Houfe. But fo it was, that none of the faid Rebels

were 
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were left at eleven of the clock to eat the faid 
FftitieSt fo their (hare fell among the School-boyes, 
fhsi,i were Sojournours in the faid Houfe. 

As for the beforemcntion'd Adj. Gen. Puid, he 
had leave widiio 3 daycs after he was brought to 
Oxon. to depart upon his Parol ; yet wanted the 
Civility, either to returne himfelf, or to releafe the 
Gentlemao, (or My other) that he had promifed in 
exchange for him* Such, and no better, is the 
Faith and Hiuntnicy of the Rebels. 

Befkles tbefc^ were other Alarms and Skirmiflies, 

jvhich being frequent and of little concern, yet 

much to the School-boyes, who were interrupted 

thereby, I ihtU forbeare the recital of them. They 

had alio fever al times Troopers from Borftal, who 

would watch and be upon the Guard in the Vica* 

ridge houfe (the out-houfc Northward from Thame, 

as I have before told you ) and continue there a 

wJbole night together, while fome of their Partic 

were upon London Road neare Thame, to lay in 

wait for ProvifioQ or Wine that came from London 

towards Aylesbury, or to any perTons thereabouts 

that took part with the Rebells* Some of thefe 

Troopers would di&ourfe with the School*boye$, 

that lived in the Houfe (being erf the number of 

fix» pr ibmtimes more) while they were making 

their Excrcife in the Hall againft the next day. 

Some of them A, W, found to have Grammar 

Learning in thcnn ^ as" by the queftions they pro-

pofcd 
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pofed to the Boys : and others having been, or 
lived, in Oxon. knew the Relations of A.W. which 
would make them ihew kindnefs to him and his 
Brother. But that which A. W. obferv'd, was, 
that the Vicar and his Wife were alwaies more kind 
to the Pari. Soldiers or Rebells, than to the Cava- 
liers, as his Matter W. Burt and his Wife were, 
having been alwaies acquainted with' and obliged 
to the Families of the Ingoldesbies and Hamdens 
in Buckinghamihire, and other Puritanical and 
fadious Families in the faid Countie ; who, while 
yong, had been moftly bred in the faid School of 
Thame; and had fojourned either with the Vicar 
or Mafter : But as for the Uflier Dav. Thomas, a 
proper ftout Welfhman, A,W.. alwaies took [him] 
to be a good Loyallift, as indeed he was.

Jun. 10. Wednefday Jun. IQ, the Garrifon o'f Borftall was 
furrendred for the ufe of the Parliament. The 
School-boys were allowed by their Mafter a free 
Libertie that Day, and many of them went thither 
(4 Miles diftant) about 8 or 9 of the clock in the 
Morning, to fee the forme of Surrender, the 
ftrength of the Garrifon, and the Soldiers of each 
partie. They, and particularly A.W. had inftruc- 
tions given to them before they went, that not one 
of them ftiould either taft any Liquor, or eat any 
Provifion in the Garrifon ; and the reafon was, for 
feare the royal partie> who were to march out 

thence. 
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thence, fhould mix Poyibn among the Liquor or 
Provifion that they fiiould leave there. But as A. 
W. remembred, he could not get into the Garri- 
fon, but flood, as liundreds did, without the 
Works, where he faw the Governour S% WilK 
Campion, a little man, who upon * fome occafion 
laid flat on the ground on his belly, to write a 
Letter, or Bill, or the form of a Pafs, or fomc 
fuch thmg. 

Wednefday and Midfomer day, the Garrifon of 
Oxon. which was the chiefefl Hold the King had, 
and wherein he had moftly refided while the Civil 
Warr continued^ was furrendred for the ufe of the 
Parliament, as moft of his Garrifons were this yeare, 
eccafion'd by the fatal Battle of Nafeby^ which 
hapned in the laft yeare, wherein the King and 
his partie were in a woful manner worfted. In the 
Evening of the faid Day, many of the King's Foot- 
partie, that belonged to the faid Garrifon, came 
into Thame, and layd downe their Armes thero^ 
being then a wet feafbn. Some of whome conti- 
nuing there the next day, A. W, went into the 
Towne to fee them. He knew fome of their Faces 
and they his, but he being a Boy, and having no 
Money, he could not then relieve them, or make 
them drink : yet he talked with them about Oxford 
and his Relations and acquaintance there ^ for the 
jJoing of which he was checked when he came 
home.

School to have given hirt Scholaftical 
Education ; .but applied all he had to that of 
Thame fcf^ . But there was no Remedy, for go he 
muft, and go he did with his Brother after Michael- 
mas following. 

After his returne to the houfe of his Nativity, 
he found Oxford empty, as to Scholars, but pretty 
well repleniflied with Parliamentarian Soldiers. 
Many of the Inhabitants had gained great ftere of 
Wealth from the Court and Royallifts, th&t had 
for feveral yeares continued among rhem ; but ai 
for the yong men of the City and Unlverfity, he 

found 
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found many of them to have been debauched by 
bearing Armes, and doing the Duties belonging 
to Soldiers, as watching, warding, and fitting in 
Tipling-Houfes for whole Nights together. His 
Mother put his Brother Chriftopher to School in 
Oxon. and himfelf to the Tuition of his Brother 
Edward of Trinity College, to whom he went 
once or twice in a day to receive inftrudion, and 
alwaies fpent every afternoon in his Chamber, 
which was a Cockleloft over the common Gate of 
that College* 

White -he continued iri this condition, his Mo- 
ther would alwaies be foliciting him to be an Ap- 
prencice^ which ht could never endure to heare of : , 
And fomtimes (he would tell him, that (he would 
fet him out to an Aftomej or Sollicitor, and he 
rememlH'ed well, that fjj^ often mentioned M'. Joh» 
Theycr, a Solliciior (of whom fiiall be mention 
made un^er the yejre.^ 166. .) as a fit M^er for 
him, bpt fiiU he ^^ew back and tuni'd his eare. 
^ Nay fhe was fo filly, that flie would feveral times 
propofe to him fgmc inferior Mechanical Trade, 
becaufe Ihe found him to have a Mj^feftnjcal head, 
and alwaies at leifujre times very aftive in framing 
little trivial Things or Baubles. ' ., .

May 26. A. Wood was matricul^ited as a Member of the 
Univerfity and a Gentleman's Son, This was done 
by his Brother Edward, who obtained a Certificate, 
that he was matriculated, from Matth.

On Candlemas day, or before (according 
as Shrove -Tucfday fell out) every Frelhman had 
warning given him to provide his Speech, to be 
fpoken in the publick Hall before the Under- 
Graduats and Servants on Shrove -Tuefday night 
that followed, being alwaies the time for the ob^ 
fervation of that Ceremony, According to the 
faid Summons A. Wood provided a Speech as the 
other Freflimen did. 

Shrove -Tuefday Feb. 15, the Fire being madefeb, ir. 
in the Common hall before 5 of the Clock at 
Night, the Fellowcs would go to Supper before 
fix, and making an end fooner than at other times.

. graduats> but wjth an Adpipnition from one of 
thf Fclbwcs (who was .the Principal of the Under- 
gratuats and.

While they were at Supper 
in. the Hall, the Coojc (Will Npble) was making

Afterward? every 
Frcfhman, according to feniority, w^s toplyc)c oflf 
his Gowne and Bgnd, and if ^poffibly to m^^ 
himfclf look like a ScoundrcU. This done, tb^ 
were condu6ted each after the other to the h^h 
Table, and there made to ftand on a Forme placed 
thereon; from whence they wpre to fpc^k their 
Speech with, an audible Voice to the CpiBpany i 
which, if weU done, the perfon that fpoke it wa& 
to have a Cup of Cawdle at\d no falted Drinke 5 if 
indifferently, fome Cawdle and forpe faltc;d Drink; 
but if dull, nothing was given to him but falted 
Drink, or Salt put in College Beere, with Tucks 
to boot. Afterwards when they were to bp adxrdt- 
ted into the Fraternity, the Senior Cook was to 
adminifter to them an Oath over an old Shoe, part 
iMnileCef of which run^ thus : Bern tu ji&rabiSj fuod ffmd^ 
SJoyn-'^^^** 6ent8 non 'vifitabis^^&cc. the reft is forgotten^ 
ing to St. and none there are that now ^ remembers it.

Thus he went forward with fmart Refleftions on 
the reft of the Frefhmen and fome of the fervants, 
which might have been here fet downe, had not 
the Speech been borrowed of him by feveral of 
the Seniors, who imbezel'd it. After he had con- 
cluded his Speech, he was taken downe by Edm. 
Dickenfon, one of the Bachelaur-Commoners of the 
Houfe, who with other Bachclaurs and the Senior 
Under-Graduats made him drink a good Difti of 
Cawdle, put on hisGowne and Band, placed him 
among the Seniors, and gave him Sack. 

This was the way and cuftome that had been 
ufed in the College, time out of mind, to initiate 
the Freflimcn ; but between that time arid the re-

The Vifitors, appointed by Parliament, having 
fate feveral times in the Lodgings of ** S\ Nath. 
Brent, Warden of Merton Coll, in the laft yeare, 



* The Cuftom defcribea above was not, it is probable, pe- 
culiar to Merton College. Perhaps it was once general, as 
ilriking Traces of it may be found in many Societies in this 
Place, and in fome a very near Refemblance of it has been 
kept up 'till within thefe few Years. 

** Nathaniel Brent was Son of Anchor Brent of Little 
Wolford in Warwickfhire, a younger Son of Richard Brent, 
Gent, eldeft Son of John Brent of the houfe of Brent of 
Cofington in^Somcrfetfhire, was born at Little Wolford before 
mentioned, became Portionill, commonly called Poft-Mafter 
of Merton College in 1589, admitted Probationer Fellow of 
the faid College in 94, being then Bach, of Arts, proceeded 
in that Faculty 4 years after, entered himfelf on the Law 
Line, became Proftor of the Univerfity in 1607, travelled 
into feveral Parts of the learned World in 161 3, 14, &c. and 
underwent dangerous Adventures in Italy to procure the Hif- 
tory of the Council of Trent» which he translated into Eng- 
lifh. Afterwards he married Martha Daughter of Dr. Rob. 
Abbot Bifhop of Salifbury and Neice to Dr. Abbot Arch-Bp, 
of Canterbury, by the favour of which laft he had the War- 
denlhip of Merton College conferred on him, was madeCom- 
miiTary to him.

of the Civil Law, and at length Judge of the Prerogative, 
on the Death of Sir Henry Marten, by another Hand : In 
1629. Aug. 23. he received the Honour of Knighthood from

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but to little purpofe, they proceeded this yearc 
with very great rigour, to the ruin of the Uhiver- 
fitie. The members of every ColL were all fum-^ 
moned to appcare on a certaine day, and fomtimes 
two or 3 Colleges or more appeared in one day, 
and if they did not give a pofitive anfwer, whether 
they would fubmit to them and their Vifitation, as 
appointed by Parliament, they were forthwith 
cjeded, 

his Majefty at Woodftock, he being then and after accounted 
a zealous Man for the Church and Prelacy. ' 

But when he faw the Prelbyterians begin to be dominant 
he fided with them, and becaufe of a Pique that had been 
between the Abbots and Bifhop Laud, he therefore became a 
frequent Witnefs againft the laft, at his Trial, deferted Oxon, 
and his College, when King Charles garrifoned that Place for 
his Ufe, took the Covenant, and ran altogether with the re- 
bellious Rout. About the fame time he was ejei^ed his War- 
denfhip of Mcrton College by his Majeftie's Command, but 
reftored again when Oxford Garrifon was furrendred for the 
Parliament's Ufe an. 1646. In the Years 1647, ^"^ 4^« ^^ 
was appointed Arch-Viiitor of the Univerfity, and what he 
did there to promote the Prefhyterian Caufe the Hiftory and 
Antiquities of the Univerfity of Oxford will tell you under 
thofe years. When an Order was made againft Pluralities, he 
was forced to leave Merton Coll. in 1650, at which time, (if 
I miftake not) he refufed alfo the Oath called the Engagement. 
At length, after he had lived 79 years, he gave way to Fate 
in his Houfe in Little Britaine in the City of London, 6'**. of 
Nov. 1652. Whereupon his Body was buried on the 17'^. of 
the fame Month in the Church of Little St. Bartholomew within 
the faid City.

Wharton's Trial of Arch-Biihop Laud, 

G 2 Friday 
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May 13. Friday (May 12) the Members of Merton Col- 
lege appeared, and when A. W, was calW in (fbr 
the Members were called in one by one ) he was 
ask'd this Queftion by one of the Vifitors : ffVl 
you fubmit to the authority of Parliament in this Vi^ 
Jitation? To which he gave this Anfwer, and wrot 
[it] downe "on a paper, lying on the Table, aj he 
was direded : / do not underftand the huftnefs^ and 
therefore I am not able to give a direB Anfwer. 

Afterwards his Mother and Brother Edward, who 
advifed him to fubmit in plaine Termes, were ex- 
ceeding angry with him, and told him, that he 
had ruined himfelf, and muft therefore go a beg- 
ging. At length, by the interceflion of his Mother 
made to S\ Nathan. Brent (who ufually cal'd her 
his little Daughter, for he knew her, and us'd to 
fet her on his knee, when Ihee was a Girle and a 
Sojournour in her husband's houfe, during the 
time of his firft Wife) he was conniv'd it and kept 
in his place, otherwife he had infallibly gon to the 
Pot. 

Aug. His cldeft Brother Tho. Wood, who had fcrved 

in the Quality of a Lievtenant of Horfe for his 
Majcftie during the Warr, did, after the Warr was 
terminated, rcturne to his Coll. of Ch, Ch. and 
there received the profits of his place ; but about 
the beginning of Aug. this yeare, he very abruptly 
left the Univerfitie, went into Ireland, and finding 
out his School-Fellow Colonel JHcn. Ingoldcsby,

became 
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became an Officer in his Regiment, to fight againft 
the RcbcUs there. The reafon of his fudden De- 
parture was this : viz. that he |;)eing one of the 
prime Plotters of the remaining Cavaliers in Oxon. 
to leize on the Garrifon, Vifitors» and all the Armes 
they could find, to the end that they might joync 
themfelves to others, that had plotted in the fame 
manner in other Parliament G^rrifons, to relieve 
the diftrefled Cavaliers that were bcfieg'd in Col- 
chefter, the Plot was difcovered by one or more of 
them when they were in their Cups ; which made 
every one fliift for themfelves as well as they could. • 
but fome being taken, one of them, named Ed- 
ward Adams, a Barber, was upon the point of 
being hanged, having mounted the Ladder in or- 
der thereunto on the figne Poft of the Catherine 
Wheel in Magdalen Parifh (in which Inn they had 
layd the Foundation of their Plot.) Mr. Francis 
Croft, whome A. W. found to be one of the Chap, 
laynes of Merton Coll. at his firft coming there- 
unto, was deeply engaged in the faid Plot. He 
was a high-flone Cavalier and a boon Companion, 
and was the man that gave to every perfon, that 
was concerned in the Plot, the Oath of Secrecy : 
which being done, they were to write their names 
in his little paper-book, which he ufually carried 
in his Pocket; but if they could not write, they 
were to fct their Mark, and he to add their names 
to it. At the firft difcovery of the Plot, iVir. Croft 
fled, and fome of the Parliament Soldiers of the 
Garrifon fuppofing that he might be in his Cham- 

ber. 
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ber, which joyned to that Chamber, which was 
afterwards, the Common Room belonging to Mcr- 
ton Coll. they broke open his Dore, fearched but 
found the Bird flown. This being done early in 
the Morning, his Dore flood open mofl: of the day 
following, and A. W. with fome of the Juniors 
going into it, faw it all adorn*d with Efcocheons, 
which he (Mr. Croft) had got by burying feveral 
Perfons of Quality in Merton Coll. Church arid 
elfewhere, during the abode of the King's and 
Queen's Courts in Oxon. but thefe, his Books and 
bedding were not then touched. 

Edward Wood before mentioned. Bach, of Arts 
and Scholar of Trin. Coll. (who before had fub- 
mitted to the Vifitors ) was with others admitted 
Probationer- Fellow of Merton Coll. They were 
feverely examined, and in due courfe elefted and 
admitted : which was done by the favour of the 
Warden S'. N. Brent *the Arch-Vifitor. Some 
Admiflions that followed were done by the folc 
Authority of the Committee and Vifitors. Soon 
after E. Wood being fetled in the Bay -Tree - 
Chamber, in the firft Quadrangle next to the Gate 
of Merton Coll. A. Wood was put into the Cock- 
loft over him. So then, and after, his trudging jto 
Trin. Coll. to receive his inftrudion was fav'd.

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A. Wood's Mother (Mary Wood) being much 
out of Purfc in recdyfying the Stables and Out- 
Houfes of the Flowr de Luce, and in repairing 
the Inn it felf, (he gave off Houfe-keeping, and 
taking her Son Chriftopher and a Maid with her,, 
went to Caffington ncare Woodftok, and fojourn'd 

in [a] feir Stone houfe, then inhabited by one 

Tipping, lately fequeftred from the Vicaridg of 
Shabbington in Bucks, neare to Thame, who had 
married an Oxford Gentlewoman, the dau. of one « 
Will. Dewey, who had been acquainted with M'*'. 
Wood from her Childhood. In the fame Houfe 
did then fojourn Mr. Joh. Lucas, lately fenior Fel- 
low of New College, and Mr, Rich. Sherlock, 
lately Chaplain of the faid College, but now (1649) 
Curat of Caffington. A. Wood did often retire 
thither to fee his Mother, and fbmtimes lodge 
there for a night or two. Mr. Sherlock was civil 
to him, and would give him good inftruftion, and 
talk fatherly to him. * Mr. Joh. Goad was then 



* John Goad was the Son of John Goad of London : He 
was educated at Merchant Taylors School, elected Scholar of 
St. John's Coll. Oxon. in 1622, afterwards Fellow, M. A. 
and 1643, Vicar of St. Giles's Church: where, continuing 
his Duty very csnftant during the time that the Garrifon was 
befieged by the Parliament Forces, did undergo great Dan- 
gers by Canhon Bullets that were fhot from their Camps ad- 
joining, in the time of Divine Service : In 1646, he was pre- 
fented to the Vicaridge of Yarnton near Oxford by the Chan- 
cellor and Mailers of the Univcrfity j In the Year following, 
in coniideration of his Sermons preached at Oxon. before the 

King, 
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Vicar of Yarnfon, a mile diftant from Callington; 
(to whom Chriftop. Wood went dayly to Sphool) 
and being a fufiering Cavalier, did go often to the 

King, he was created B* D. Being defired by Dr. Franc 
Cheyndl in 1646, who well knew hit merit, to retum.to his 
fellowihip, he would not comply ; but keeping Yarnton till 
the King's Reil : afterwards took the Offer of Tunbridge 
School : In fhort time after, he was made chief Mafter of 
Merchant Taylors School, where he continued with great 
Succefs till 1681 ; at which time he was fummoned to appear 
before the chief Heads of the Society of Merchant Taylors, 
and charged with certain paffages in behalf of Popery in his 
Comment on the Church of England Catechifm, but dif- 
charged with a confiderable Gratuity. The Particulars of this 
Affair fee in a Poftfcript to a Book entit. Contrivances of the 
fanatical Confpirators in carrying on the Treafons under Um- 
brage of the Popiih Plot, laid open j written by W. Smith 
Schoolmaftcr at Iflington, who ftiles Mr. Goad fo qualified a 
Perfon that a better could not be found in the three King- 
doms. Mr. Goad being thus difmifTed took a Houfe in Pic- 
cadilly, and kept a private School. In the year x6S6. in the 
reign of K. James 11. he declared himfelf a Roman Catholic^ 
having many Years been fo in his mind. In 1689, he died, 
and was buried at the Church of Great St, Helen, London. 
Several Elegies were publilhed on his Death : two of which 
I have fecn.

This perfon A. W. did often fee there, and re- 
ceived Inftru6lion from him in many particulars, 
and found him an exceeding loving and tender 
man. A. W. did not then in the leaft think to write 
the Lives of the faid Rich, Sherlock and the faid 
J. Goad, as afterwards he did, or to live to fee 
them well promoted, and become eminent Authors. 
Butfo it was, that length of time and fufferings 
made them forget fuch a little thing as A. W. was, 
and much adoe he had to make D'. Sherlock know 
and underftand him, when, 20 yeares after this 
time, he fent to him Letters to Winwick in Lan- 
cafliire (one of the fattefl Parfpnages in England ) 
to let him have an Account of himfelf, to be put 
in Hiji. £5? Jntiq. Univerftt. Oxon,''* At which time (a) Lib. 2: 
finding him (hie in anfwering his Letters, he was |*eJiSi)^; 
forced at length, when he faw where the fault lay, ^^^ y^u 
to tell him, that he was * that he was" the fon of p-533'(633) 
that little woman ( M'^'. Wood ) that fomtimes fo- 
journ'd with him in the fame Houfe at Caflington, 
wherin he alfo had fojourn'd ; and then he was free 
with A. W. and anfwerM his Letters.

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in London for fome account of himielf and Wri- 
tings, and found him very (hie ; but giving him 
the like Anfwcr that he gave tp * D'. Sherlock, he 
was very free afterwards in his conununications, 

* Richard Sherlock was born at Oxton in Chefliirey and 
originally ( as 'tis faid ) a Student in Magd. Hall, where he 
obtained a Part of Academical Learning : Thence he was 
tranflated to Trln. Coll. near Dublin where he proceeded 
Mafterof Arts in 1633, entred into the facred Function, and 
foon after became Minifter of feveral Pariihes in Ireland, uni* 
ted together and yeilding no more than %oL per Annum, At 
length, upon the breaking out of the Rebellion in that 
Country, he joumied into England and became Chaplain to 
a Regiment of his Majefly's Forces at Namptwich in Chefliire. 
But that Place being taken by the Parliament Forces in Jan. 
1643, he retired to Ozon. where he became Chaplain to the 
Governour of the Garrifon there ; and at length, by the fa* 
vour of Dr. Pink, Warden of New Coll. he was made one of 
the Chaplains of that Houfe, much about the Time that P.

of Dablin^ and about that time, by favour of his honourable 
Patron Charles £. of Derby, (whofe Chaplain he was) re^r 
of Winwick in Lancaihirc, a Place, among other fat Bene- 
fices of England, of great Name« He was a perfon of moft 
pious Life, exemplary C<mverfation, of great Charity, Hofpita- 
lity, and fo zealous a man for the Church of England that he 
was accounted, by prccifc Perfons,popifhly affeded and a P«- 
pift in Mafqnerade. At length, this moft holy, zealous, mor- 
tified and feraphical Dr. Sherlock, having fpent all his time in 
holy and chafi Celebacy, furrendred up his moft pious Soul 
to God in 1689, and was buried, on the 25** of June, within 
the Chancel, at the firft entrance into it out of the Body of 
the Church, at Winwick in the County before mentioned, at 
which time his friend and acquaintance Thomas Crane, M.A. 
preached his funeral Sermon. Before his Death, he ordered his 
Grave Stone with this Infcription in Brafs ; Exuviae Richardi

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See in the Mr. Anthony Hodges, Reftor of Wy tham in 
1b. e^Fa}i Berks (a mile diftant from Caflington) would often

Houfe, and there make them merry. He was a 
very good Scholar, and fit, in many refpefts, to 
oblige Pofterity by his Pen j but delighting him- 
felf in Mirth, and in that which was afterwards 
called Buffooning and Bantering, could never be 
brought to fet pen to paper for that purpofe. He 
was the Mirth of the Company, and they efteem*d 
him their 7'err^e filius. 
jDcc. John Blanks, a hanfome. yong nian, and con- 

temporarie with A. W., in Mert, Coll: being fent 
for home to keep his Chriftmas, A, W. went with 
him to the Houfe of his Father James Blanks, 
Gent* Impropriator of Bledlow in Bucks, neare to 
Thame in Oxfordfhire, where he continued more 
than a Weekc. The Church there ftands upon a 
rifing Ground, and at the end of the Chancel, is a 
larg deep place, having on it's fides Bulbcs and 
Brambles growing. At the bottome of this deep 
place iflucs out one or more Springs, and gives the 
Original to a little River. Between the end of the 
Chancel and the brink or edg of this deep place, 
is contain'd * as much Ground as the Space of fix 
paces of a man. A. W. then heard feveral of the 
Inhabitants repeat two old verfes, that had gon

This deep place is with them caFd theLyde^ and 
the Ground, between the Brink of it and the end 
of the Chancel doth fenfibly weare away, fo that 
if fome care in time be not taken, the proverbial 
verfes may prove true. 

In the Church here were fome Armes in the 
Windowes, and an Infcription or two on Grave 
ftones, of which A. W. toke notice according to 
his then capacity, but afterwards obtained a better 
Method of taking them, Thefe things are here fet 
downe, becaufe they were the firft matters of that . 
nature that A. W, took notice of. 

In the latter end of January he fent a generous Jan. 
Requital to Mr. Ja. Blanks, for the great Civilities 
he fhew*d unto him, during his being in his houfe 
laft Chriftmas, 

His brother Edward, who was his Tutor, think- Feb. i6. 
ing it fit, that he fhould chang him for another, 
he was put under the Tuition of Clinton Maund, 
an Irifh man, borne of Engliih Parents, as being 
'^'dcfcended from the Maunds of Chefterton, near 
Bifter in Oxfordfhire. He was a Bach. Fellow, 
well growne in yeares, but a grand Presbyterian, 
alwaies praying in hjs Chamber and when Mafter 
of Arts preaching abroad. A. Wood's brother was 
pcvifli, and would be ever and anon angry, if he 

could 
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could not take or underftand Logical Notions » 
well as he. He would be fomtimes fo angry, that 
he would beat him and turne him out of his 
Chamber ; of which complaining to his Mother, 
file was therefore willing, that Anthony fhduld take 
another Tutor.

In the beginning of this yeare A. W. was made 
one of [ the ] Bible Clerks, by the Favour of S\ 
Nath. Brent, the Warden, for thefe reafons (i) Be- 
caufe the Viiitors cal'd in Queftion the right of the 
Fellows of the faid Coll. their beftowing of the 
Poftmafters Places. (2) Becaufe a Clerk*s place 
was better than that of a Poftmafter, tho fince not, 
becaufe that Benefactions have been after this time 
•have been" beftowed to make the Poftmafters 
Places better. There was then no duty in the Chap- 
pel for the Clerks, becaufe the Common Prayer 
and Sacraments in the Chap, were put downe, and 
but very little Attendance there was for them in 
the Hall. 

Ap. 5. He anfwer'd Generals in the public Schools, and 
James Briqknell, his Chamberfellow and Clerk of 
Merton Coll. oppofed him. 

Ap. 22. He left the Cocklcloft over his Brother's Cham-

In the latter end of Aug. feveral Juniors of Aug. 
Mert. Coll. as Jo. Bknks, Brian Ambler, A. Wood, 
fcfr. got horfes, and rode to Wallingford in Berks, 
purp<^cly to fee the Caftle there, being then about 
to be demoliflied. They were in number about 
eight, and when they came to defire the Guards to 
let them come into the Caftle, they refufed to doe 
it, for no other reafon, as the Scholars fuppofed, 
but that their number was too great, and * may / 

have ibme Defigne upon them. Col. Arth. Evelin 
was then, as it feems, Governour, but was not at 
home, otherwife, as 'tis believed, they might have 
had entrance. So going back to the Towne of 
"^ Wallingford, they dined there, and returned to 
Oxon. 

One Anne Green, a Servant Maid, was hanged Dec. 14: 
in the Caftle of Oxon. for murdering her Baftard- 
child, begotten by Jcffiry Reade, Grand-fon to Sir 
Tho. Read of Duns-Tew in Oxfordfhire. After 
j(he had fufier'd the Law, (he was cut downe, and 
carried away in order to be anatomized by fome 
yong Phyfitians ; but they finding life in her, would 
not venter upon her, only fo farr, as to recover 
her to life. Which being looked upon as a great

Wright, after [the] King's reftoration, became 

( Matter of the King's School at Worcefter ; Brian 

Ambler a Minifter in Shroplhire ; and Rich. Philips, - 
upon afecond Aftfwer given in to the Vifitors, was 
kept in, and after he. had taken a Degree in Arts, 
he became a mortified and pious Minifter in Shrop- 
lhire, Cffr. 
Jan. 22. Edward Wood, Fellow of Merton Coll. was, for 
divers pretended Mifcarriages and Mifdeameanors, 
fufpended by the Vifitors from his Commons and 
all Profits from his place, as alfo from being Tu- 
tor in that Coll. untill farther Order. The Mifcar- 
riages were, firft, for entertaining Strangers at his 
Chamber, with more Wine, than 'twas thought 
convenient. (2) for drinking the King's Health at 
Medley neare Oxon. two yeares before, with fomc 
of his Contemporaries of Trinity Coll. (^c. Which 

Sufpenfion 
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Sufpenfion was occafion'd by the uncharitable In- 
formation made to the Vifitors by Tho. Franke, a 
junior Fellow of Mert. Coll. who now did lay in 
wait as 'twere to bring the faid ColL into diftra^lion 
and trouble. 

This Thorn. Franke, after all his obfequious 
Flatteries, fals Tales, cringing to the Presbyterians 
and Independent [s], and his being a6tually in 
Armes * in the Troop, raifed by the Univerfity of 
Oxon. againft K. Ch. 2. at Worcefter an, 1651, had 
the impudence, after the reftoration of the faid 
King, to turn about, and for his money to get the 
Redory of Cranficld in Derbylhire, whilft others, 
that had been great fufFerers for his Majeftie's caufe, 
and had no money, were forced to fhark and live 
as Opportunity ferved. He was a moft vile perfon, 
and not fit to live in a Society ; yet, if I am not 
miftaken, he did, when he ufed to retire to the 
College, after he had been feded at Cranfield, ** to" 
exprcfs fome repentance of what he had done to 
the injury of feveral of the Society before Mr. Pet. 
Nicolls and Joh. Powell Senior, Fellowes of the 
faid Coll. 

This yeare Jacob a Jew opened a Coffey houfc 
at the Angel in the Parifti of S. Peter in the Eaft, 
Oxon. and there it was by fome, who delighted in 
Noveltie, drank. When he left Oxon. he fold it in

Thorn. Wood, eldeft brother to A. W, died of 
the Flux at Drogheda, commonly called Tredagh, 
in the month of Decemb. He was borne at Tetf- 
worth neare to Thame in Oxfordfliire, where his 
Father then had *a Farme, educated moftly in the 
Free School at Thame under his Kinfman Mr. W. 
Burt, was made Student of Ch. Church in 1638, 
as I have before told you, and afterwards was the 
firft, or one of the firft yong Scholars in Oxon. 
that threw off his Gowne, and ran to Edghill Bat- 
tle. See more under the yeare 1642. At his re-Sceinthc 
turne thence he was aftually created Bach, of Ans^^j^e/ 
among Soldiers that had done Service at the faid!^1^'^*^ 
Battle : and then his Father feeing, that he could 
not perfuade him from being a ^ Scholar, he bought 
a Horfe, Armes, Cloaths, fc?f. fet him up for a 
Troper, and got him a place to ride in the Troop 
of Captaine Tho. Gardiner of Cudefdon neare Oxon, ' 
Afterwards he became a ftout and defpcrat Soldier,

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was in feveral Battels, and befieged in divers Gar» 
rifons, particularly, if I am not miftaken, at Bafing 
in Hamplhire, and was made a Lievtenant of Horfc, 
When the Warr was terminated, and the King*$ 
Caufe utterlie vanquilhed, he returned to his Coir 
f^ lege, was adually created Mr. of Arts, an. 1647, 
but in the next yeare being deeply engaged in the 
Cavaliering Plot, as J have told you under that 
yeafe, (1648.) he, to avoid being taken and 
jianged for it, fled into Ireland, where finding out 
his quondam School-Fellow at Thame, called CoK 
Hen. Ingoldesbie, hp became a Lievtenant in hi^ 
kegiment, afterwards a Captaine, and, as I have 
heard, had a Con^miffion a little before his Death, 
to be a Major. About a yeare before that time, 
viz. in 1650, he returned for a time to Oxon. to 
take up his Arrears at Ch. Church, and to fettle 
his other Affaires ; at which time being often with 
his Mother and Brethren, he would tell them of 
the tnoft terrible affauliing and ftorming of Tre- 
dagh, wherein he himfelf had been engaged. He 
told them, that ^befides" 30QO at leaft, befide^ 
fome Women and Children, were, after the Af- 
faliants had taken part, and afterwards all the 
Towne, put to the Sword on the 11 and 12 of 
Sept. 1649; at which time S'. Arth. Aflon the 
Governour had his Braines beat out, and his body 
*hack'd to pieces. He told them, that when they

were 
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were to make * the way up to the Lofts and Gal*^ 
Icrics * in the Church, and up to the ^ Tower where 
the enemy had fled, each of the Aflaliants would 
take up a child, ^ as ufe as a Buckler of Defence, 
when they afcended the Steps, to keep themfelves 
from being fliot or brained. 

After they had kil'd all in the •Church, they 
went into the Vaults underneath, where all tho 
flower and choiceft of the Women and Ladies had 
hid themfelves. One of thefe, a moft hanibme 
Virgin, arrai'd in coftly and gorgeous Apparel, 
knccFd downe to Tho. Wood with Teares and 
Prayers to fave her Life : And being ilrucken with 
^ a profound Pi tie, took her under his Arme, went 
with her out of the Church, with intentions to put 
her over the Works to Ihift for her felf j but a Sol- 
dier perceiving his Intentions, he ran his fword up 
her belly or Fundament. Whereupon Mr. Wood 
feeing her gafping, took away her Money, Jewells, 
fcff. and flung her downe over the Works, 6?^. 

In the latter end of 1680, when the Parliament 
late at Oxon. A. Wood was walking with S'. Hen. 
S^ Georg, Clarentius King of Armes, in the School- 
Quadrangle. S'. Hen. then meeting with Col. Hen. 
Ingoldesbie before mentioned, * telling him who 
A. W. was, A. W. thereupon did difcourfe with

frvwal * Things that the Colonel told him, was, 
that Thomas was a good Soldier, ftout and ven* 
trous, and having an Art of Merriment, called 
Buifooniog, his company was defired and loved by 
the Officers of his Regiment. He told him then, 
he buried [him] in a Church at Tredagh anfwer- 
able to bis Quality, but could not tell him when 
be died. This * Tho. Wood was a tall, proper knd 
wbu& man,, like his Father, but black and fwarthy, 
unlike in that to any of his Brethren, or Father. 

This yeare A. W. began to' cxercife his natural 
and infatiable Genie he had to Mulick. He exer- 
cifed his Hand on the Violin, and having a good 
tare to take any tune at firft hearing, he could 
quickly draw it out from the Violin, but not with

Friday Jul. 2. A. Wood was examined for the Jul. ni 
Degree of Bac. of Arts in the Natural Philolbphy 
School, by ♦ Will. Browne, M. A. of Magd. Coll. 
a Native of Oxon. He had before anfwer^d twice 
under a Bachelaur among the Crowd in the Divi- 
nity Scho6l, and once, if not both the times, 
under Matth. Bee, a Determining Bachelaur of 
Univerfitie Coll. in the Lent-time 1 65^ : which 
M. Bee' was afterwards Minifter of Windlcbury 
neare Bifter in Oxfordftiirc : And on the 6 of the 
feme month he was adm. Bach, of Arts.

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Munday, and Shabington Wake as it feems, he 
rode in the Company of a Mimick and BuiFoon, 
called Tho. Williams ; and the horfe of A. W. be- 
ing bad, or elfe that he was no good Rider, he 

had a fall, and put out his Arme. When 

he came to Shabbington, he put off his Doublet, 
and found his Arme fweFd and exceeding tender, 
Th. Williams, who had been bred an Apothecary, 
would needs perfwade him, that his Arme was not 
out of Joynt, only bruifed, and fo applyed a Cloath 
and Oyle to it ; yet^ notwithftanding this, he could 
not ufe it, which caused all his Mirth to be turned 
into Melancholy. In this condition he continued 
about a Week there, rode ta Thame, eat and 
drank, but with little comfort or reft, and at length 
c^me home in a moft afSided condition. 

After he had been at home fome dayes, he was 
advifcd to go to Adams a Lock-Smith, li- 
ving in Catftreet, who was an expert Bone-fetter, 
to the end that he might look upon it, and fee 
what was to be done. He fpoke mildly to A. W, 
when he looked on his Arme, gave him fweet 
words, and told him all was well. At length caft- 
ing his head afide, Adams faftncd one of his hands 
above and another below the Elbow, plqck'd the 
Arme ftraight and fet it. But the paine being great 
and qnexpcfted (becaufe that the arteries had been 
flirunk) he fell into a great fown, and could fee 
nothing but Green before his Eyes^ Adams then 
kid him upon the Bed, gave him Cordials, and 
put him to deep. Afterwards he found himfelf at 

Eafe, 
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and better every day, but never before that time 
or fincc, knew * was fowning ^ was or is. 

Thomas Williams before mention'd had an Eftate 
in Land, Houfes and Money left to him by his 
Father, but never would follow his Trade, onlie 
live a loos Life, and took all advantages to do it 
gratis. Afterwards when A. W. came to under- 
ftand the World better, he found him a Debaucher 
of Youth, ' and not fit to live in an Univerfitie 
among Gentlemen. His ufual way was, that after 
he had let out Money to any man, he would hang 
upon him, eat and drink in his Houfe : and if he 
could meet with any of his acquaintance, whofe 
nature was eafie, he would take him with him to 
eat, drink and lodg on the Debter. And to this 
Farmer 'of Shabington did he go to hang upon 
him, and 'take A. W. with him, as he afterwards 
undcrftood. 

In the latter End of Aug. or beginning of Sep- p^ ^ 
temb. A. W. went to angle with Will. Staine of Sept. 
Mert. Coll. to Wheatcly Bridge, and nutted in 
Shotover by the way. The day was hot, and A. 
W. fitting and ftanding feme houres in Filhing, he 
got an Ague, came home faint and dry, with the 
lofs of an Appetite of eating. It proved a quartan 
Ague, and an houre or two before it came on him.

At length be 
was advifcd to retire into the Country to take bet- 
ter Ayre than in Oxdn. fallow the plow, and ule 
what exercife he could tbere to Ibake the Ague off! 
Feb. 15. Tiidday (Feb. 15.) A. W. went to Caflmgton 
before mention^d^ ahd becaufe Mr. Tipping and 
his Wife bad quitted their Quarters in that Towne, 
he tods: ixp his Quarters at the next dore, in the 
hoofe of an honeft and fufiicient Farmer, called 
Francis Bolter; whofe houfe tho thatched, yet he 
had a very fair Chamber therein with a Chimney, 
and a place to lay his books in. 
Feb. 21. A. W. had a very fad Dreame in his Sleep. He 
was in a melancholy place, had no companion, &r. 
His body was much out of order, and on thofb 
nights, wherein he had his hot Fit ( for his cold 
Fit would come with extreame vomiting about 5 
or -6 at night) he would .have difconfolate Dreames, 
which would make him melancholy on the dayes 
following. 

While he continued in the Country, he followed 
the Plow tn his Well-Daycs, and fomrimes plowed. 
Heiestmt there to ring on the iix Bells, then newly 
put tip : and ha^^ing had from his moft tender 
yc^res an extraordinary ravilhing Delight in Mu* 

fick. 
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$ck, he prftd^ic^ privately tbei?e, whhout the help 
of an Inftrui^er, to play on the Violm. It was 
then that he fet and tuned in ftrii^s in Fourthi, 
and not tn Fifths according to the manner : And 
having a good eare, * and ready to fing any Tune 
upon hearing it once or twicc> he would play them 
aU in flion! time with the faid way of Tuning, which 
was neyer knowne before. 

His Landlord did once perfwade him to drink 
his Ague away : and ther^ei^pon going to the Ale- 
houfe an Houre or two before it was come, they 
fet hand to fift, and drunk very defperatly. But 
then vomiting all up before it made any conti- Mar. 4. 
nuance in his ftomach, or before it gpt up in his 
head, he was forced, after he had fpent three (hil- 
lings, to lead his Landlord hoi^ijc, notwithftanding 
he had put in Mr. Wood's cup Tobacto. This 
Country man (a merry Fellowj and one that pre- 
tended to wit) thought, that the Ague was a little 
Spirit or Devil, that had got within him 5 and 
therefore when hot weather came^ he would have 
him go into the water and drowne it, or go to 
Oxon. in a Boat, and fo fliift it from hjm into the 
water, ^nd row haftily from it, and leave it to (hark 
for it felf.

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The laft yearc, after he was entred into the 
publick Library (which he took to be the happi- 
nefs of his Life, and into which he never entred 
without great Veneration) he could do but little 
in it, becaufe he was entred but a! little while be- 
fore his Ague took him. But this yeare being a 
conftant Student therein, he became acquainted 
with the Places in the Arts Library, (for no far- 
ther could Bachelaurs of Arts then goe) where the 
books of Englifti Hiftorie and Antiquities ftand. 
He lighted upon ^he Defcriptien of LeycefierfitirCj 
written by Will. Burton : and being exceedingly 
delighted with the performance, he did this or in 
the yeare following, take notes thence, and make 
coUeAions from it, which he had lying by him in 
his lad dayes. He took great Delight in reading 
^be Difplay of Heraldry^ written by John. Guillinii, 
and in other books of that Faculty, written by 
Joh. BoiTewell, John Feme, ^c. and endeavour'd 
to draw out and trick Armes with his Pen. And 
afterwards when he came to full yeares, he per- 
ceived it was his natural Genie, and could not 
avoid * them. Heraldry, Mufick and Painting did 
fo much crowd upon him, that he could not avoid 
them •, and could never give a reafbn why he fhould 
delight in thofe Studies, more than in othbrs, fo 
prevalent was Nature, mix^d with a generofity of 
mind, and a hatred to all that was fervile^ fneak- 
ing or advantagious for Lucre fake.

They were out of CommiflTion mid Em- 
ploy, had no money to tnaintaia them, which mtde 
them rob on the high-way- Afar a tedious Im* 
prifonment in the Jayle at Oxen, they were con- 
demn'd to dye by that invetcratse Enemy to the 
Royal Partie * John Glynn, Serjeant at Law, who 
this Yeare went Oxford Circuit. 

Huffey was the eldeft, had received fome Marks 
of * honour in his Face, and no doubt in his Body 
alfo, and died penitent. Peck, who was yonger,^ 
was proper, robuft, and fecmed a ftout man. He 
died refolute, and not fo penitent as Hufley. A$ 
foon as they were cut downe, they were carried 
away by fome Royallifts, and Huffey was on the 
fame day at night buried by them in the Church 
of S. Peter in the Baylie.

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Fellow of AlK Coll. an admirable Lutinift, and 
much refpefted by Wilfon the Profeflor. (6) Ralph 
Sheldon, Gent, a Rom. Catholick of Steple-Bar- 
ton in Oxfordfhire, at this time living in HalywcU 
ncare Oxon. admired for his fmooth and admirable 
way in playing on the Viol. He died in the City 

of Weftminfter -165, and was buried 

in the Chancel of the Church of S, Martin in the 
Fields, (7) Thom. Wren, a yonger Son of Mat- 



he afterwards received from that Great Man, who always 
honoured him with a peculiar Intimacy. The Civil Wars 
coming on, he went into the Army, on the King's Side, and 
was Cornet to a Troop of Horfe raifed by Sir Edward Strad- 
ling for his Majefty's Service. After the Defeat of the Royah 
Party, he returned to his College and Studies, and was pre- 
ferved from the Vengeance of the Parliamentary Viiitors by 
the Intereft of Mr. Oldifworth once Secretary to the Earl of 
Pembroke, alid of Col. Ludlow, btjth nearly related to him 
by Marriage. After the Refloration he was named, if not 
chofen. Principal of Jefus College, which honourable Station 
he declined, in expeftation of Preferment from his Friend 
Dr. Sheldon, Arch-Biihop of Canterbury, to whom he was 
Chaplain. His Preferments, in confequence of this Attach- 
ment, were the Deanery and Pr^centorlhip of Chichefter, a 
Prebend of Weftminfter, a Redlory, a Sine -cure, and another 
additional Dignity. In the Year 1 666, He married Margaret 
Daughter 6f Sir Will. Salter of Richking in Buckinghamihirc, 
by whom he had a numerous Iftue. He died at Weftminfter 
on the i8*^ of April 1688, in the 67*^ Year of his Age, and 
was buried in the Abbey.

After Cathedrals and Organs were put down in the grand 
Rebellion, he kept up a weekly Meeting in his Houfe oppofitc 
to that Place where the Theatre was afterwards built, which 
kept him and his wife in a conifortable Condition. The Meet- 
ing was much frequented and many Mailers of Mufick were 
there, and fuch that had belonged to Choirs, being out of 
all Employ, and therefore the Meeting, as all other Mufipk

Meetings, did flourifh ; and Mufick, efpecially vocal, being 
difcountenanced by the Prcfbyterians and Independents, ^)e- 
caufc it favoured much the Cathedrals and Epifcopacy, it was 
the more ufed. But when King Charles was reftored and 
and Epifcopacy and Cathedrals with it, then did the Meet- 
ings decay, efpecially for this Reafon, becaufe the Mailers of 
Mufick were called away to Cathedrals and Collegiate Choirs.

* Dr. John Wilfon was born at Feverfliam in Kent, and 
having an early tafte for Mufic became one of the moft emi- 
nent Matters of that Science. He was made Gent, of the 
Chapell to K. Charles I, and alfo his Servant in ordinary in 
that Faculty. Being in conftant Attendance on his Majefty, 
he played on the Lute with fuch Skill as gave the King great 
Satisfaction, who generally leaned on his Shoulder during his 
Performance. After the Surrender of Oxford, He fpent fomc 
Years in the Family of Sir William Walter at Sarfden in Ox- 
fordlhire. At length, at the Requeft of Mr.Tho. Barlow made 
to Dr. Owen, Vice-Chancellor of the Univerfity, who had 
been his Pupil, he was conitituted Mufic Profeflbr thereof. 
Upon the Return of K. Charles II. he was reftored to his 
Places, and was made one of the Choir at Weftminfter, all 
which he kept to his Death. Befides his Publications, which 
have great Merit, he gave to the Public Library a curious MS. 
containing Compoiitions for the Lute, fet to feveral Odes of 
Horace and parts of Aufonius, Claudian, Pctronius Arbiter, 
Statins &c. to which are prefixed feveral commendatory Co- 
pies of Verfes by Hen.

He was a Man of great Humour and an amiable Diipofl* 
tion, and having lived to the Age of 78 Years, died at his 
houfe near ;he Horfc Ferry, Weftminfter, and was interred 
in the Abbey.

had Airs fet to them by this incomparable Jenkyns, who 
lived ten Years or more after the Reftauration of K. C. 2. 

He was efleemed the prime Compofer living in the latter 
end of the reign of K. C. i. in the reign of Oliver C. and 
K. C. 2. Dr. John Wilfon, above mentioned, ufed to fay that, 
for the Honour of his Country, Alphonfo Farabofco born of 
Italian Parents at Greenwich, and John Jenkyns at Maidftone^ 
were admired not only in England but beyond the Seas for 
their excellent Compoiitions.

hended in a man of three or 4 and twentie yeares 
of age. He was much admired at the Meetings, 
and exceedingly t>ittied by all the faculty for his 
lofs. 

This Summer came to Oxon. The Antiquities of 
Warwick/hire &c. written by Will. Dugdale, and 
adorn'd with many Cuts. This being accounted 
the beft book of it*s kind that hitherto was made 
extant, my Pen cannot enough defcribe, how A. 
Wood's tender afFeftions, and infatiable defire of 
knowledg, were ravifhed and melted downe by the 
reading of that book. What by Mufick and rare 
books that he found in the public Library, his Life 
at this time and after was a perfeft Elyfium. 

In the latter end of Oftob. he began to furvey oa. 29. 
and tranfcribe the Monumental Infcriptions and 
Armes in the feveral Parochial Churches and 
College Chappels, within the City and Univerfitie 
of Oxon. 

A. W. his Mother, and his two Brothers, Rob. j^^^ ^^^ 
and Chriftopher Wood, gave 5^'. to Merton Coll. 
towards the Cafting of their five Bells into Eight. 
Thefe five were antient Bells, and had been put 
\>p * into the Tower at th© firft building thereof, in 
the time of D'. Hen Abcndon, Warden of Mer- 
ton Coll. who began to be Warden in 1421. The 
Tenor or Great Bell (on which the name of the

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faid Abendon was put) was fuppofcd to be the beft 
Bell in England, being, as 'twas faid, of fine Met- 
tal Silver found. * The Generality of people were 
iTiuch againft the altering of that Bell> and were 
for a Treble to be put to the five, and fo make 
them fix : and old Sarjeant Charles HoUoway, who 
was a very covetous man, would have given Mo- 
ney to fave it, and to make * and to make" the 
five, fix. Bells, that is to put a Treble to them. 
But by the Knavery of Thorn. Jones, the Sub- 
Warden (the Warden being then abfcnt) and 

Derby, the Bell-Founder, they were made eight. 
Dr. Joh. Wilfon, D'. of Mufick, had a Fee from 
the College to take order about their Tuning. 

Whereas A. W. had before learned to play on 
the Violin by the Inftruftion of Charles Griffith, 
and afterwards of Jo. Parker, one of the Univer- 
^itie Mufitians, he was now advis'd to entertainc 
Janu. one Will. James, a Dancing Matter, by fome ac- 
counted excellent for that Inftrument, and the ra- 
ther, becaufe it was faid, that he had obtained his 
knowledg in Dancing and Mufick in France. He 
fpent in all half a yeare with him, and gained fome 
improvement from him •, yet at length he found 
him not a compleat Matter of his facultie, as Grif- 
fin and Parker were not : and to fay the Truths 
there was yet no compleat Matter in Oxon. for that 
Inttrument, becaufe it had not been hitherto ufed

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in Confort among Gentlemen, only bycpmmon^ 
Mufitians, who playcfd but two Parts, The Gen- 
tlemen in privat Meetings, which A. W. frequent- 
ed, play'd three, four and five Parts with Viols, 
as Treble -Viol, Ttnor, Counter-Tenor and Bafs, 
with an Organ, Virginal or *Harpficon joyn'd with 
them : and they efteemed a Violin to be an Inftru- 
ment only belonging to a common Fidlcr, and 
could not endure, that it fliould come among 
them, for feare of making their Meetings to be 
vaine and fidling. ..But before the Reftoration of 
K- Ch. 2. and efpecially after. Viols began to be 
out of Falhion, and only Violins ufcd, as Treble- 
Violin, Tenor and Bafs -Violin -, and the King, ac- 
cording to the French Mode, would have 24 Vio- 
lins playing before him, while he was at Mealcs, as 
being more airie and brisk than Viols.

Apr. 30. He began his Perambulation of Oxfordfliire : 
and the Monuments in Wolvercot Church were 
the firft that he furvey*d and tranfcrib*d. * 

May 14. All the eight Bells of Merton Coll. did begin 
to ring : and he heard them ring very well at his 
approach to Oxon. in the Evening, after he had 
taken his Rambles all that Day about the Country 
to coUeft Monuments. The Bells did not at all 
pleafe the curious and critical Hearer. However 
^ he plucked at them often with fome of his Fellow- 
CoUeagiies for recreation fake. They were all af- 
terwards, re-caft, and the Belfry, wherein the Ring- 
ers ftood (which was a little below the Arches of 
the Tower, for while the five hanged the Ringers 
ftood on the ground) being built of bad Timber, 
was plucked ddwne alio, and after the Bells were 
put up againe, this Belfry, that now is, above the

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Arches, was new made, and a Window broke 
thro the Tower next to Corp. Ch. Coll. was made 
to give light. 

He began to perufe and run over all the Manu- Aug. 4. 
fcript CoUcdtions of the great Antiquary John Le- 
land, that are repofed in the Archives of Bodlie's 
Library. He was exceedingly [delighted] •in 
them, was never weary of them, but coUeftcd 
much from them. 

In his rambles about the Country, he went to Aug. 14. 
Dorchefter, feven Miles diftant from Oxon. to fee" 
his old Matter David Thomas, who, from being 
Ufher of Thame School, was now the Head-Maf- 
ter of the Free-School at Dorchefter, founded by 
Joh. Feteplace, Efq. an old Bachelaur. He had 
fucceeded in that OfRce Joh. Drope, lately Fellow 
of Magd. Coll. who was the firft Mafter appointed 
by the Founder. A. W. could not but here ac- 
knowledge his owne- weakncfs, you may call it 
folly if you pleafe, as being ftartled at his firft 
fight of this moft antient City, famous for it's be- 
ing a Station of the Romanes, for it's Entertain- 
ing S. Birinus, and afterwards for giving him bu» 
rial, 6?r. The Church is larg and antique, and 
bath contained many Monuments of Antiquity, 
which are fince fpoyled and defaced. Thofe that 
^ rcmaine he took an account of, as alfo of the 
Armes in the Windowes; and tricked out with his 
.Pen the Ichnography of the Church, Cloyfter and

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and Buildings adjoyning. * And at his departure 
Mr. Dav. Thomas gave him fome Roman Coynes, 
found within the Libertie of Dorchefter. 
Sept. 5, Brome Whorwood, lately Gent. Com, of S, 
Marie's hall,^ only fon and heir of Brome Whor- 
wood of Halton neare Oxon. was drown*d in his 
paffage from Hampfhire to the Ifle of Wight. He 
had been at theEIeftion of Scholars at Winchefter, 
and being minded to fee the Ifle of Wight, did* 
with George Croke * of New Coll. hire a Veffel 
that was leaky, which funk by that time they were 
half way in their Journey. I fet this Memoirc 
downe, bccaufe A. W. had acquaintance with both 
of them. The Mother of the faid Brome Whor- 
wood, who was drown'd, was Jane, daughter and 

one of the two Coheircs of Ryther of

After his Majcftie had been taken away from 
Holdenby, he was conveyed by eafie . removals to 
Hampton Court Auguft 1647, at which time the 
Citizens of London were very unruly, had aliena- 
ted their afiedions from the Parliament, were very 
averfe to the Army, and wholly enclin'd to his 
Majeftie, as having ,a Defigne to get him among 
them, fettle him in the Parliam. Houfe, and fo 
conclude a Peace. His Maj. knew all this^ and 
knew the Infolencies and threatningof the Parliam. 
Soldiers which they gave out to deftroy him, be- 
ing animated fo to do by the Cabal of Parliam. 
Officers fitting at Putney, which therefore made 
him think of an Efcape from Hampton Court, if 
he could well know to what place he could goe. 
Jane Whorwood knowing this, fliee went to Will. 
Lillie the Aftronomer, living in the Strand within 
the Liberxie of Weftminfter, to receive his judg- 
ment about it, that is to fay, in what Quarter of 
the Nation he might be moft fafc, and not be dif- 
covered till himfelf plcafed. When Ihee came to 
his dore, Lilly told her, he would not let her come 
in, for he had buried a Maid-fcrvant of the Plague 
very lately. / feare not the Plague but the Pcx^ 
faith flice. So he let her in, and went up ftiaires. 
After Lillie had erefted his Figure, he told her, 
that about 20 miles from London and in Eflex, 
he was certaine the King might continue undifco* 
vcrcd, Shcc liked his Judgment very well, and 

being 
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being herfelf of a fliafp judgment, nemembrcd a 
place in ElTex about that diftance, where was an 
excellent Houfe, and all conveniencies for his re- 
ception, Csff. Away ftiee went early next morning 
to Hampton Court, to acquaint his Majeftie; but 
fee the misfortune, he either guided by his owne 

approaching hard fate, or mifguided by -- 

Afhbumham, went to Tichfield in Hamplhire, and 
furrendred himfelf to Col. Rob. Hammond, Go- 
vernour of the Ifle of Wight, A. W. has heard 

from W. Lilly, that Alderm, Adams 

of London, fent to his Maj. at Hampton Court a 
thoufand pound in Gold : five hundred pound of 
which was put into Jane Whorwood*s hands, who 
gave Lilly for this and other Judgments zc^K of 
the fame Money, as the faid Lilly ufually reported. 
Another Loyal Exploit was this. His Majeftie 
, being in Caresbrok Caftle in the faid Ifle of Wight, 
the Kentifti men were then in Armes for him, and 

joyn'd with the Lord - Goring. A confi- 

dcrable number of the beft Ships alfo revolted from 
the Parliament, and the Citizens of London were 
forward to rife againfl: the Parliament : whereupon 
his Majeftie defign*d an Efcape thence, if he could 
tell how. A fmal Ship was provided and anchored 
not farr from the Caftle to bring him into Suflcx, 
• and Horfes were provided ready to carry him thro 
Suffex into Kent, and from thence to march im- 
mediately to London, where thoufands would have 
armed for him i^c. Thefe things being knowne 
among the King's Friends, and particularly to 

Jane 
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Jane WhorwQod, (he repaires againe to Lillic, and 
acquaints him with the matter : whereupon he got 
G. Farmer, a moft ingenious Lockfmith dweUing 
in Bow Lane in London, to make a Saw to cut 
Iron barrs afunder, I meane to faw them, and Aqua 
fwtis befidcs. Thefe things being quickly obtained, 
his Maj. in a fmal time did his worke. The barrs 
gave Libertie to him to go out, and he was out 
with his body till he came to his Breads, but then 
his Heart failing, he proceeded no farther ; fo af- 
terwards he was kept clofcr. Thefe things A. W. 
had from Will. Lilly ; who told him, (and fo he 
afterwards found it among fome of his Notes) that 
the faid Jane Whorwood came to him againe (upon 
the diredion, as he thought, of Will. Lord Say) 
to know ftom the perufal of his Figure, whether 
his Majcftie Ihould fignc the Propofitions fcnt to 
him by the Parliament, fo foon as they were read : 
to which Will. Lillie confcnting, and that it was 
his only way fo to doe,- which by her, or her Let- 
ters, were communicated to his Majeftic, yet the 
faid Lord Say (•then one of the Commiflioners 
from the Parliament for a Peace ) did, after his 
Majeftie had communicated his Intentions to him 
what to doe, perfwade him from figning the faid 
Propofitions, tclhng him, they. were not fit for him 
to figne, that he (Say) had many Friends in the 
H. of Lords, and fome in the Houfe of Commons,

and he would procure more, and then they wduld 

frame more cafie Propofitions, ^c. This perfwa- 
fion of that unfortunate Lord occafion*d his Maj. 
tp wave the advice of Lilly and others, ^c. This 
Jane Whprwood is the lame Lady mentioned in 
the fecond Vol. of Atb. et Fafti Oxon. p. 523. where 
you'I find, that K. Ch. I. had put into her hands a 
Cabinet of pretious Jewells, to be by her kept till 
fuch time ttiat he^fliould lend for them ; which he 
did a little before his death : and what paflcd there- 
upon, you may fee there. * But all thefe things 
being fpoken by the by, let*s proceed. 
Sept. 16. A, W. went to Einfham, to fee an old Kinfman, 
called Thorn. Barncote, He was there wonderfully 
ftrucken with a Veneration of the (lately, yet much 
lamented, ruins of the Abbey there, built before 
the Norman Conqeieft. He faw then there two high 
Towers at the Weft end of the Church, and fpme 
of the North Walls of the Church ftanding. He

Chaplain to William Lord Say, and afterwards to Charles

Rebellion he clofed with the Prejfbyterians, and was defigned 
by the Committee for the Reformation of the Univerfity to 
be Warden of Wadham College. In the Year 1649 he 'was 
created Dr. in pivinity and took the Engagement. In 1656, 
He married Robina the Widow of Peter French, Canon of 
Ch. Ch. Sifter to Oliver Cromwell, from whom he obtained 
a Licence to hold his Wardenfhip, tho' the Statutes of that , 
College enjoin Celebacy. By the Favour of Richard Crom- 
well he was made Head of Trinity College in Cambridge in 
1659. Being ejefted thence the next Year, at the time of the 
Reftoration, he became Preacher, as it feems, to the Hon. 
Society of Grey's Inn, and Minifter of St. Laurence Jewry, 
London, at which time he again t;ook the Oath. Soon after 
he was made Dean of Rippon, and in 1668, thro* the En- 
deavours of the Duke of Buckingham, Bifhop of Chefter. 

He was, fays Mr. a Wood, endowed with rare Gifts, and 
is reprcfented, by other Perfons, to have been a noted Thco- 
logift, a curious Critic, an excellent Mathematician and Af- 
tronomer, a Man of as great a Mind, as true Judgment, and 
as good a Soul as ever they knew, and an Ornament both of 
the Univerfity and the Englifli Nation, one who adorned the 
Gofpel itfelf by his great intelleftual and moral Endowments. 
To which Commendation Mr. a Wood fubfcribes, in the fol- 
lowing Terms, " and I cannot fay to the contrary that there 
** was any' thing deficient in him, but a conftant Mind and

(Rebells) in the grand rebellion. He alfo found 
there an excellent Organ in the faid Oratory : on 
which Mr. Smith performed the part of a good 
Mufitian, and fung to it. Mr. Baskcrvyle was well 
acquainted with him, and tooke delight to heare 
him play and fing. He was civil to them, but 
A. W. found him to be a melancholy and retir'd 
man •, and, upon Enquirie far tjier of the perlbn, 
he was told, that he gave the third or fourth part 
of his Eftate to the Poor. He was fo great a 
cheriflier of wandring Beggars, that ho built for 
them a larg place like a Barne to receive them, and 
hung up a httle Bell at his Back-dore for them to 
ring when they wanted any thing. He had been 
feveral times indifted at Abendon Seflions for har- 
bouring Beggars. In his yonger Dayes, while he 
was a Student of Brafnofc Coll. he would frequent 
the Houfe of his Kinfwoman the Lady Scudamore^ 
oppofite to Merton C9II. Church : at which time 
the Mother of A. W. being a Girle, and a Sojour- 
nour in his Father's Houfe ncare to it, he became 
acquainted with her : and when he knew that 
A.W. was her Son, he was civil to him, and after- 
Wards f frequented the houfe, clpecially in the time 
of his Son Tho. Baskervyle, to refrefh his Mind 
with a melancholy walke, and with the retircdnefs 
of the place, as alfo with the fhady Box-Arbours 
in the Garden.

I noon, while all people were at divine Service. Two 

or three ftones and fome tough -caft StuflF were 
blown from off the Tower of S. Martin alias Car- 
fax : which falling on the Leads of the Church, a 
great alarm and out-cry was among the people in 
the Church. Some cried Murder, and at that time 
a Trumpet or Trumpets founding neare the Crofs- 
inne dore, to call the Soldiers together, bccaufe of 
the prefent Plott, they in the Church cried out, 
that the day of judgment was at hand. Some faid» 
the Anabaptifts and Qiiakers were come to cut 
their Throats, while the Preacher, Mr. Georg Phi- 
lips, perceiving their Errour, was ready to burft 
with Laughter in the Pulpit, to fee fuch a miftaken 
confufion^ and fcverai of the People that were in 

the 
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the Galleries hanging at the bottom of them, fall- 
ing on the Heads of People, crowding on the 
Floor to get out of the dores. This was on the 
very day before S'. Georg Booth and his party wer6 
to appeare in Chdhire. Col. Edw. Maflfey at that 
time was to appeare in Glocefterftiire, but being 
taken, he was put behind a Trooper, to carry him 
away to Prifom And as they were going downe a 
hill in the evening of this ftormy day, the Horfe 
fell, and gave the Colonel an opportunity to fhove 
the Tmoper forward, and to make an Efcape into 
an a^oyning Wood. 

In the beginning of Sept. the Library of th^Scpt 
Learned Selden waS brought into that of Bodley. 
A. W. laboured feveral Weeks with Mr. Tho. Bar- 
low and others in forting them, carrying them up 
Stairs and placing them.

in future Legacies of this Sort. They are printed from the

with% After fcvcral generous Hazards of his Perfon, he was 
at laft totally routed by the rebellious Party near Stow on the 
Would in Glocellerfliire. Afterwards he retired to Ozon, 
and had, in recompence of his hoStSy conferred on him, an 
Employment, which was to receive and pay off Money for 
the Service of the Magazine and Artillery. It was then, at 
his leifure Hours, he followed his Studies, and was efteemed 
a Member of Queen's Coll. where he was offer'd his Degrees 
but negle£led it. After the furrender of the Garrifon of Ozon, 
^t which time the King's Caufe did dayly decline, our Au- 
thor Wharton was put to his Shifts and lived as Opportunity 
ferved, went to the great City, lived as privately as he could 
and wrote feveral fmall Things for a Livelyhood. But they 
giving Offence to the great Men then in Power, he was feve- 
ral Times feiz'd on and imprifon'd. After the Reftauration, 
he became Treafurer and Pay-Mafter to the Office of his Ma- 
jcfty's Ordnance, gained well by his Employment, and for 
his particular Services, was created a Baronet by Patent dated 
31 Dec. 1677. Sir George was alwaies efteemed the beft Af* 
trologer that wrote the Ephemerides of his Time, was a con-i 
(lant and thro-pac'd Loyallift, a boon Companion, a witty 
Droll and waggifh Poet. At length dying in his Houfe at 
Enfield in Middlefez, on the twelfth day of Auguft or there- 
abouts, in 1 68 1, was buried on the 25 Day of the fame 
Month in the Chappel of St. Peter ad vincukf within the 
Tower of London, leaving th^n behind him the Charader 
of a moft loyal and generous Chevalier.

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At this time A. W. being refolv'd to fct himfclf 
to the ftudy of Antiquities, and do fomthing in 
them in the Houfe where he was borne, he fet up 
a Chimney in the upper roome looking Eaftward^ 
and in the next room joyning he put out a Win- 
dow next to the ftreet, and made it a Study, in 
which he compofed for the moft part thofe things, 
-which he afterwards publilhed. 

His thoughts were ftrangly diftrafted, and h» 
mind overwhelmed with Melancholy, by reading a 
book en tit. A true and faithfull 'Narration of what 
faffed for maty yeares between Dr. Job. Dee and 
form SpiritSy &c. which was publiflied in fol. by 
Dr. Meric Cafaubon about the beginning of this 
yeare. 

The Piftures of Prpphcts, Apoftks, Saints, fcfr. 
that had been painted on the back-fide of the Stalls 
in Merton Coll.

Coll. in the Year 1 62 1 > aged 1 7 Years or there- 
abouts, and taking the Degree of Bach, of Arts in Nov, 1625,

In the beginning of the grand Rebellion, he 
travelled into France with William Lord Sandys {whofe Sif- 
ter the Lady Mary he afterwards married) and by the Op- 
portunity of that Journey, he Jearnt the Language of that 
Country, and faw the Fafhions of their Clergy and Univer- 
fity.

OldfwQrth, the Impropriator, did with great 
cur&efie fbcw him tl).e beautiful Church there, and 
the flioft curious paynted Windows, fet up in the 
raigpe of K. Ben. 7. The faid Church S'. Ed- 
mund Thame, Kt. (who died 1534*) did finifh, 
having been begun by his father Joh.Thame, Efq-,.

Couetry Church in England for it's admirable 
Struaare. It 15 built Cathedral wife^ and hath a 
fiately Tower (landing in the midfl of it, adorn'd 
with PinadeSi and S[c]ulptAires of men's Faccg 
and Arnief. The Church is alio adorn'd with i^na^ 
cles, and hath a fair roof: and in it is an Organ 
Loft, where hath been a tunable fet of Organs. 
The Windows confift of fcvcral Scripture Stories^ 
ycrie well painted confidering the time when done : 
and the excellency of them is defcrib'd in a Copie 
of Vcrfcs in a book, called Umverjiiy P^ems. 

D'. Joh. WaJlis, the Keeper of the Univerfitie jo. 
Regiftcrs, Muniments, Writings*, of the faid Uni- 
verfitie, did put into the hands of A. Wood the 
Keys of the School -Tower, and the Key of the 
Room where the faid Regifters i^c, are repoled, to 
the end that he might advance, his efurient Genie 
in Antiquities, cfpecially in thofe of the faid Uni- 
verfitie. This was done, at the requeft of D'. 
Ralph Bathurft, and on purpofc to promote his 
generous defigne. Here he layd the foundation of 
that book, which was 14 yeares after publifhed, 
viz. Hift. et Antiq. Univ. Oocvn. He was fo exceed- 
ingly delighted with the place and the choice Re- 
cords therein, and did take fo much paynes for 
carrying on the work, leaft the Keys (hould be 
taken away from him, that a great alteration was 
made in biqfi* About 2 months after his entrance

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into the faid Tower, his Acquaintance took notice 
of the falling away of his Cheeks, the chang of 
the rednefs in them to white, fcfr. Yet he was 
very cheerful], * contended and healthfuU, and 
nothing troubled him more than the interrniflion 
of his Labours by eating, drinking, fleeping, and 
fomtimes by Company which he could not avoid. 
Afterwards Dr. Wallis feeing his diligence, he told 
him, that he might carry home with him fuch 
books and writings that he wanted, which he did. 
0^. 4. He was with D^ Sayage of Balliol Coll. and he 
told him, that he (hould perufe his Colledion which 
he had made of the faid Coll. within a quarter of 
an yeare after, when then he (hould have finifh'd 
^ them. 
s. Joh. Glejidall, Mr. of Arts and Fellow of Brafn. 
Coll. died, and was buried at the upper end of S. 
Marie's Chancell in Oxon. He was a Minifter*s 
Son of Chefliire, had been the witty Terra-fiUus of 
the Univerfitie in 1655, at which time the Afts 
were kept in S. Marie's Church. His Company 
was often defired by ingenious men, and therefore 
thrown out at a reckoning. He was a great Mi- 
mick, and adted well in feveral Playes, which the 
Scholars before afted by ftealth, either in ihe Stone 
houfe behind and Southward from Pembroke Coll. 
or in Kettle hall, or at Halywell Mill, or in the 
Refcftory at Glocefter hall. A. W. was well ac- 
quainted with him, and delighted in his Company,

D'. E. Reynolds * refign*d his Wardenftiip of 14 
Merton Coll. having been lately promoted to the 
See of Norwich. 



* Edward Reynolds, Son of Auftin Reynolds one of the 
Cuftomers of Southampton, was bom in the Parifli of Holy- 
rood within the laid Borough of Southampton in Nov. 1599* 
bred up in Grammar Learning in the Free-School there, 
founded by K. Edw. 6. in the 7th Year of his Reign, be- 
came one of the Poftmafters of Merton Coll. in 161 5, and 
Probationer Fellow in 1620. After he had taken the Degree 
of Mafter, he entred into Holy Orders, and became a noted 
Preacher, afterwards Preacher to the Honourable Society of 
Lincoln's Inn and Rc£lor of Braunfton or Braynton in Nor- 
thamptonfhire. At the breaking out of the grand Rebellion 
1642, he fidcd with the Prefbyterian Party, and in the Year 
1643 he became one of the Affcmbly of Divines. In 1646^ 
he was appointed by the Parliament one of the Six Miniflers 
to go to and fettle in Oxon. to preach the Scholars into Obe- 
dience to the faid Parliament ; afterwards he was Dean of 
Ch. Ch. at which time he became Dr. of Divinity by adlual 
Creation. But being forced to leave his Deanery in the latter 
end of 1650, becaufe he refufed to take the independent En- 
gagement, he retired to his former Cure for a time. When 
the fecluded Members were reftored to fit in Parliament, they 
reftored him to his Deanery of Ch. Ch. on the Eleventh of 
March 1659, with hopes to continue there and carry on the 
Prefbyterian Difciplihe. In the May following, (i66o) when 
his Majefty was at Canterbury, he was admitted his Chap- 
lain, f^nd, after his Reltauration, preached fevcral times be- 
before 
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Ifar. 5. Tte Fdlowcs of Mcrton Coll. proceeded to the 
Election of a new Warden^ according to a dtatioii 
that had before been ftuck up ; but they fuppofing, 
not without good ground, that D'. Tlio. Jones, one 
of their Society^ would ad foul play in the Elec* 
tion, (having been encouraged (b to dot by D'. 
Tho. Barlow^ Provoft of Queen's ColL viz. that 
he (hould name D'. Thorn. Clayton a ftranger, and 
fo tndkc a Devolution) the Fellowes propofed to 
Mr. Alex. Fiflier the Sub-warden, that they might 
exclude him from voting for that time^ and afllgne 
another Fellow in his place, according as the Sta- 
tutes of the College enabled him in that point. 
But Mr. Fiflier being of a timorous fpirit, and 



fore hiin. But in the latter end of June following, he being 
deiired to leave his Deanery, to make room for an honeil and 
orthodox Man, he was in the next Month elcded, by Virtur 
of the King's Letter, Warden of Merton Coll. Soon after, 
upon the feeling of his Pulfe, the King beftowed on him the 
Bifhoprick of Norwych ; which See he willingly took with- 
out iNo/o, and was, after he had taken the Covenant, and had 
often preached againft Epifcopacy and the Ceremonies of the 
Church, confecrated thereunto in St. Peter's Church within 
the City of Weftminfter on the 6th of June, 4». 1660 : by 
Virtue of which Bifhoprick he became Abbat of S. Bennet 
in the Holme (a llrange Preferment methinks for a Prefbyte- 
rian) which he kept to his dying Day. At length he made 
his lalt Change in this World July 28. 1676. and was buried 
at the upper End of the Chappel (built by him 1662) joyn- 
ing to the Bifhop's Palace in Norwych.

• Sir Richard Browne was Refident at the Court of France 
to Ch. I. and Ch. 2*. for the Space of 19 Years, and during 
tbat Period, was intruftcd with feveral Important Negotia^ 
tions. In 1649, ^^ ^^^ created a Bavonet (being the BrUL 
that K. Ch. 2. made) by Virtue of a dormant Warrant fcnt 
to him by Ch. i. dated i Feb. 1^645. In 1660, he returned 
into England and executed his 0£ce of Clerk of the Council 
for fome time ; but Years then coming on, he religned it, 
»nd retired to Charlton in Kent, where he fpent the Remain- 
der of his Life in a pleafant Refcirednefs and (ludious Recei^.

Priaulir, 
fomtimes Fellow of Merton. This being done, 
and the Election devolved to D'. Juxon, Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury, who is the Vifitor or Pa- 
tron of the Coll. Clayton and Jones immediately 
went to London, to aft in their bufinefs, and by 
their Friends endeavours to get the faid Archb. to 
coniirme Clayton. D'. Barlow by thefe his under- 
hand and falfe doings gained the ill will of the 
Society of Merton Coll. who ftuck not [to] fay, 
and that with concernment, that be was a moll 
falfe, bufie and pragmatical perfon. 
Mgr. iS. D'. Wallis fent for A. W. to com to him, then 
in the Muniment-Room in the School Tower. He 
dcfir'd him, to give his aflifting hand to the draw* 
ing up of fome Things that he was then about, 
againft his going to London, to profccute the bufi- 
nefs then in being againft the Citizens of Oxon. 
A, W. was there five dayes in affifting D'. Wallis, 
and wrot about 7 or 8 Ihects concerning the 
Brewers, Inholders, Bakers, Alehoufes, Taverns, 
Maultfters, &f^. viz. of the Incorporating them, 
and of other matters concerning them. The Uni- 
verfitic gave content to M'. Wood for his Labour.

Ch, Cotterell, which was trouble- 
fome to the Arcljbifliop, even fo much, that he 
was in a manner forc*t to it for quietnefs fake. The 
next day S\ Charles procured his brother in law 
D'. Clayton to have the honour of Knigh[t]hood 
confer'd upon him. 

Clayton coming to Oxon. in a Stagc^ |qi 
Coach, fome of his Neighbours of S. Aldate's pa- 

rifti went on horsback to meet him, as Kirby 

Clerk of the Parifti, Tho.

Thomas, either afliamed of 
their Company, or for fome other reafon beft 
knowne to himfelf, defircd them to difperfe, and 
not to accompany him by his Coach-fide, which 
they did accordingly; and afterwards came fcatter*- 
cdly into Oxon. a quarter of an hour * became thp 
Coach came in.

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su Sunday, there was a Sacrament and Ordination 
of Miniftcrs made in the Cath, Ch. of Ch, Ch. by 
^vUB«d. £)r R^b. Skinner, Bifhop of Oxon. Savil Bradley, 
M, A, Fellow of New Coll. (and afterwards Fel- 
low of that of Magd. Coll.) was one of the per- 
fons, that was to have holy Orders confer*d on 
him ; but he having been ufed to eat Breakfafts, 
and drink Morning Draughts, being not able to 
hold out with Failing, was troubled fo much with 
wind in his Stomach, that he fell in a ibwne, and 
difturb'd fiar a time the ceremony. At length fome 
Cordial being procured, it fct him up againe ; yet 
he could hardly keep himfelf from a fecond fown- 
ing. 

Further alfo, D'. Barton Holyday, Archdeacon 
of Oxon. being there as an ABlftant to the Bifhop 
and to give the Sacrament, it fb hapned juft be- 
fore he was to give it, the Canopy over the Com- 
munion Table (which had been put up there, when 
the choire was wainfcoted about 1633) fell downe 
*upon the Veflells, and fpilt the Wine, and tumbled 
:the Bread about. This was a great Difturbance to 
*the ceremony, and many wondrcd at it. After- 
wards when all things were put in order, D'. Holy- 
day took the Bole of Wine in his hand, and going 
downe the fteps to adminifter, it fell downe, and 
•hurt his face. So D'. Thom. Lamplugh of Qu. 
Coll. who was there, was faine to officiat in his 
place. All thefe Accidents hapning together, did 
caufe much difcourfe in the Univcrfitic and City ; 
and the Phanaticks being ready to catch at any 

thing 
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thing, that feemed evillt made a foule ftory of it, 
as if it had been a judgment that had befallen the 
Loyal Clergy. 

Munday in the Morn. S'. The. Clayton fent his Apr. i. 
man to the Bible-Clerks of Merton Coll, to tell 
them, that ' their Mailer would Ipeak with them : 
whereupon the clerks immcdiady went to Mr. Fi- 
flier the Sub -Warden, and asked him, what they 
had bcft to doc, whether to go to him or not ? He 
told them, he would not bid them goe or [not] 
goe. So they went to S'. Thomas, who told them, 
that they were to returne to their Coll. and warne 
all the Fellowes thereof, to meet him in the public 
hall of Merton Coll. between 9 and 10 of the clock 
that morning. Accordingly they returned and did 
their Errand: whereupon when it drew towards 
nine of the clock, the Fellowes, commanded the 
Butler, to gO' out of the Buttery, and to deliver 
up the Key to them. Which being done, the Ju- 
niors who were at Brcakfaft in [the] Hall were put 
out, and the Dores thereof were barred up within 
fide. Afterwards they went into the Battery, bolted 
the Dore thereof within, and then they conveyed 
themfelves thro the Cellar Dore next to the Trca- 
fury-Vault, locked it, and one of them put the 
Kqy into his Pocket. The Fellowes by this time 
expefting the comming of S\ Tho. Clayton, they 
retired to the Chamber of Mr. Rob. Cripps, which 
is over the common gate, to the end that they

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might fee towards Corpus Chrifti Coll.' when S'. 
Thomas came. The Bachelaur Fellows alfo retired 
to the Chamber of Georg Roberts, one of their 
number, over that of Mr. Cripps, for the fame

About lo of the clock in the morning came S'. 
Tho. Clayton, with the Vicechancellour and his 
Beadles, D\ R. Skinner Bifliop of Oxon. D^ Mich, 
Woodward Warden of New College, D'. Tho. 
Yates Principal of Brafnofe Coll. D'. Walt. Blan- 
ford Warden of Wadham Coll. D'. Jo. Fell Deanc 
of Ch. Church, D'. Rich. AUeftrie and D^ Jo, 
Dolben Canons, Mr. Joh. Houghton Sen. Fellow 
of Brafn. Coll. and many others. All which (fome 
of whome were of the number of Vifitors or Com- 
miflioners, appointed by the King to vifit the Uni^ 
verfitie an. 1660.) met the faid D'. Clayton in the 
Lodgings of D'. Yate at Brafnofe, and came thence 
by Oriel Coll. to Merton. 

At their appearance neare Corp. Chr. Coll. Gate, 
the Fellowes and Bachelaurs came downe from the 
aforefaid Chambers, and ranked themfelvcs in the 
Gatehoufc next to the ftreet. The Fellowes names 
were thefe, viz. Rog. Brent, Edm, Dickenfon, 
Jofcph Harvey, Pet. NicoUs, Rob*. Cripps, Nath. 
Stcrry, Hen. Hurft and Rob. Whitehall. The 
BachcJaur Fellowes were thefe, viz. Georg. Ro- 
berts, Edw, Jones, Rich. Franklin, Jam. Work- 
man, Rob. Huntingdon, Edw. Turner and Joh. 
Powell. All thefe had not long ftood in the Gate- 
!houfe, but S% Tho. Clayton and his Company came 

in 
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in at the Wicket (for the commdri Gates were not 
fet open ) and gmng ftraight forward towards the 
the Hall (he putting off his hat to the Fdlowes as 
he paffed by) D'. Edm. Dickenfon, one of the 
Fellowc3, went after him, pluckt him by the Sleeve, 
and faid, 5^. Thomas^ the Gatckoufe is the ufmlPlaci 
of Reception. When he heard this, he beckned to 
the Viccchancellour and the Bi(hop, and told them 
they were to be received at the Gate. Upon this they 
returned back, and all ftood in the Gatehoufe, and 
when they were all placed, S'. Thomas asked, 
where Mr. Fifher the Subwarden was ? Mr. Brent, 
the Senior Fellow, anfwer'd : 5*^, Mr. Suhvarden

Deputy. Then S'. Thomas rcplyed. Chat be came^^H^ 
for admiffon and poffeffion of the JVardenfbip of Mer-^^!^^ 
ton Coll. Mr. Brent thereupon asked him, w*^^^"^ 
was his Injirument or Authority for it? Then S'.notuader- 
Thomas calling his man, produced two black 
boxes, and in them two Inftruments, both with 
the Archbifliop's Scale to them, and putting them 
into the hands of Mr. John HoUoway, a Covetuous 
Civilian and public Notary, (father to Rich. Hol- 
loway, a CounfeUour, and afterwards in the time 
of K. Jam. % a Judge) he read them both uncovered 
with a loud voice before the Company, and many 
others from other Colleges, that by this time were . 
gathered together, to fee the effeft of the matter, 
being all exceeding wrath againft the unreafonable - 

proceed* 
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|>fOcecdingf •agaiuft Clayton, by foatching the 
bread out of other folkcs Mouthes. 

After the Inftriiments were read, Mr. Brent dc- 
fir'd them ''defir'd them", before they went any 
farther, to read a Paper, which he had in his 
hand, containing, a Proteftation in the name of all 
the Fellowes, under a public Notarie's hand, againft 
the Admiffion of S% Tho. Clayton to the Warden- 
fliip of Merton Coll. 

After Mr. Brent had read the Paper, Mr- Hol- 
lo way asked him, where was their Inhibition t 
(meaning an Inhibition from fome Court, to ftop 
S\ Thomas's Proceedings ) at which Mr. Brcnr 
made a ftop, and looking wiftly upon the Fel- 
lowes, they all replyed, they need no Inhibition^ till 
they found Greivanctj and that the public Notarie^s 
.band was fufficient for that time. Then replyed 
Holloway, your Proteftation is invalid and worth 
nothingy and therefore they would proceed. Then 
Holloway, according to the Forme, required of 
them Admiffion primo^ fecundo^ tertio: which the 
Fellowes did all coragioully denie, and fo imme- 
diatly withdrew themfclves, and went to their 
Chambers. 

After this S'. Thomas asked, where the Clerks 
were? The Clerks thereupon appeared. He bad. 
them call D'. Tho, Jones. D'. Jones was there- 
upon called, and came forthwith to him in the 
Gatchoufe. After fome whi^ering paflcd between

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them, they drew down to the Warden's Lodgings, 
and finding the Dores faft fhut, HoUoway read the 
Inftruments againe bareheaded at the Dore or Gate 
leading into the iaid Lodgings. Which being done, 
S\ Thomas asked D\ Jones, where [tbe] Keys of 
the Lodgings were ? he faid, the Subwarden had 
them. Then S'. Thomas delired Samuel Clerk, the 
Superior Beadle of Law, to go to the Subwarden, 
and demand of him the Keys. Mr. Clerk there- 
upon asked him, whether be jhould goe in the Vice^ 
cbancellouf^s name^ or in his name f S'. Tho. re- 
plyed, in the Archbijhop^s and Kin^s Commijioners 
names. Clerk thereupon went, and (bon after 
brought this Anfwer, that there were two Keyes of 
the Wardiffs Lodgings ^ one that belonged to the War^ 
den^ which he (the Subwarden) bad^ the other to the 
fenior Deane^ which 2)^ Jones had latefyj but when 
he went up to London they took it from bim^ which is 
now layd up in the Exchequer. As for the Key which 
he hatb^ be faith ^ he will not deliver it up but to the 
Warden when he is admitted. 

After S'. Thomas had received this Anfwer, he 
fent for M'. Brent the Deputy -Subwarden, and 
then HoUoway asked him againe primo^ fecundo^ 
tertioj for poflcflion, but M', Brent denied it. 
Then HoUoway bid S'. Thomas lay his hand upon 
the Latch of the dore, leading into the Warden*s 
^Lodgings, which he did. Afterwards D'. Jones 
whifpcr^d S'. Thomas in the Eare, and then they 
went to the Coll. ChappeU. In the way D'. Dicken- 
fon, who had more than once proteftcd againft 

what 
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what had been done at the Warden's dore^ drew 
up to S'. Thomas, and told him, that what Be and 
other Felhwes bad done at that timey was not in con-- 
tempt of him or his perfonj but to fave their Oaths 
and not break the Statutes &c. but his words were 
heard with fcorne by S% Thomas, and fo Dicken- 
fon left him. 

S'. Thomas being entred with all his Company 
(except Fell, Dolbin and AUeftrie, who ran home 
to Prayers as foon as the Inftruments were read at 
the Gate) into the Chappell thro the South dore, 
the faid Inftruments were read againe neare the 
Warden's Seat. Which being done, Jones took 
S^ Thomas by the hand, and lifted him up into 
the Warden's Seat> and faid, that he, as one of 
QK words to the fenior Fellows, did inftall him, or give him 

that efi£( • 

poflfefiion as Warden. Afterwards rifing from his 
Seat, Jones took him by the hand, and repeated 
the Induftion or Admiflion, as HoUoway read it 
verbatim to him. After this was done, they all 
went out of the Chappell the fame way as they 
came in, and fo retir*d to their refpcftive homes. 

The Key of the Chappell they got thus, Robert 
Hanham, Under-Butler & Grome of Merton-CoU. 
having been employed by the Society, to carry 
letters to London to hinder S'. Thomas from com- 
ming in Warden of Merton College, did, that 
night on which S'. Thomas came from London, 
go to his Houfe in S. Aldate's Parifli, oppolite to 
the Bull Inn, and humbly defired of him forgive- 
nefs for what he had done : which S'. Thomas eafily 

grant- 
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granting, Hanham laid downe before him the Key 
of the College Stable : whereupon D'. Jones, who 
was then there confulting with S^ Thomas what 
was to be done on Monday Morn, follow! ng^ when 
he was to crave Admiflion, took it up, and told 
S'. Thomas privately, that that Key would open the 
Cbappel dorej in cafe be Jhould be denied entrance 
iberein. Whereupon D'. Jones kept it, and made 
ufe of it when the Warden S'.Thomas went to take 
Fofleflion of his place, as before 'tis told you. 

Afterwards the Fellows ufed all the Endeavours 
they could to hinder his admifTion and comming 
in among them, but all, it feems, was in vaine. 
The next Munday following, S'. Thomas fent word 
to the College, that he would come in by force. 
Whereupon the Fellows meeting together, caufed 
all the College Gates to be (hut both forward and 
backward, and fo they kept them a fortnight or 3 
weeks, and caufed fbme of the Bachelaurs to keep 
polleffion of the Warden's Lodgings. At len[g]th 
the Appeale of the Fellowes being ftopt, and * that 
no Juftice could be done for them, nor have Right 
nor Law for their Money, they concluded, by the 
continual Interceflions of timorous Fi/ber^ to admit 
him. 

Friday, S'. Thomas, with the Vicechancello\3r,May 3; 
fome of the King's Cpmmiflioners, and certainc 
Heads of Colleges, came a little before 10 of the 
Clock in the Morning, and the College Gates being

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kt wide opcn^ and the Fdlowes in the Gate-houfe, 
M'. Fifhcf the Subwarden did there formalfy, ac« 
cording to the manner and Statutes, admit him : 
which being clone, thejr all went to the Warden's 
Lodging^, and gave him Poffelfion : which being 
done alfo, they went up into the dining Romei and 
there had a (hort banquet at the College charg. 
Which being all done by 3 quarters paft ten, the 
Fellowes went to the Letany. 

After S'. Thomas was admitted at the publick 
Gate, he (peake a Speech according to the Cuftome : 
the effed: of which is regiftred. But whatlbever 
was afbed in this matter, which is at larg here fet 
downe, is not, nor would he fufier aiiy thing of it 
to be, regiftred ; which is the reafon that it is here 
committed to memory by A. W. who was prefent 
^ throut all the tran(a£hions of the faid afiaire, and 
wnot all the particulars downe, immediatly after 
they were a6tcd. 

While chefe things were in doing, all the Uni- 
verfity and City were much concern'd at them, as 
fevenil people elfwhere were. All Seniors, that had 
known what Tho. Clayton had been, did look 
upon him, as the moft impudent Fellow in nature, 
to adventure upon fuch a Place, (the Wardenlhip 
of Merton Coll.) that had been held by eminent 
peribns. They knew well to have been a moft im* 
pudent and rude Fellow. They knew him to have 
been the very Lol-poop of the Univerfity, the 
common fubjeft of every Lampoon that was made 

in 
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in the faidiUnivcrfity, and a fellow of little of no 
religion, only for Forme-fake, They knew alfo, 
that he had been a mod lafcivious perfon, a great 
Haunter of Women's Company and a common 
Fornicator. Alfo, that he hadfided with the times 
'after the grand Rebellion broke out in 1642, by 
taking the Covenant, fubmitting to the Vifi tors in 
1648, by taking the Engagement, and afterwardi 
the Oaths to be true and faithfull to Prince Oliver 
and Prince Richard, otherwifc he could never have 
kept his ProfeflTorlhip of Phyfick in the Univerfi- 
tie, as he did, from 1647 to his Majeftie's (K; 
Ch. 2.) Reftoration and after. In fine, all people 
were ftrangly furpris'd and amafed, to behold fuch 
unworthy things done after his Majcftie's Reftora- 
tion, when then they thought that nothing but 
Juftice (hould have taken place, and Royallifts 
prefer'd. But as I have told you before, D^ Juxon^ 
Archb. of Canterbury, being overpres'd by S'. Ch. 
Cotterel, and weary of his Solicitations in behalf 
of Clayton, he fealed his Inftruments, without any 
more adoe, for quietncfs fake, he himfelf being a 
very quiet man, tho he knew well what Clayton 
had been. The Fellows of Mqrton Coll. did ufqally 
(ay, in the hearing of A. W. that as the College 
was dilTolv'd in the time of the grand Rebellion, 
fo 'twas no matter to them, if it was diflblv'd 
againe, rather than Tom Clayton (hould be War- 
den thereof. 

X 2 Now 
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Now let's proceed. All thefe things being done» 
I think it fit at this time, that wee (hotild take into 
i:pjifider?yiiion the author of all this Mifchief, (Tho* 
Jones} and then what Miichief befell the College, 
in having a Stranger fo unreafbnably* thruft upon 
them. 

D'. Tho. Jones therefore being thought the fit* 
tc& Inftrument for Clayton to compafs bis Defignes, 
and efpeciaily for this reafon, that he was ambi^ 
tious, difcontcnted, covetous and deftitute of pre- 
ferment, told him, that if he would diflent from 
the Fellows, and name him with the reft to be 
Warden, he would endeavour by all meanes ima* 
ginablc to requite him for it, either by gratuity, 
preferment or other waycs. This was feconded by 
Th. Barlow: of Queen's, who had firft began to be 
tampcritig. with, him and draw him on in this piece 
of Roguery. He (Clayton*) told Jones, that he 
could cafily preifrr him thro the Endeavours of his 
brother in law S'. Charles Cottcrcl, Mn of the Ce- 
remonies : and if that took no efFcft, he would 
after fomQ ycares refigne his Wardenlhip, and by 
Friends get him to fucceed him.

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WiA thcfe pitiful Promifes, Invitations to hi« 
Houfct Dinners, Treats, fair Words, Flatceqes, 
and I know not wiiat, Jones promifed to be faiths 
full to him in his Knavery, and (b he was^ as 'tis 
bdbre tcid you. But when Clayton was feded in 
fais place, and Jones fully faw, that h^ negtedted 
him, and made him only a fiioinghorne (for the 
truth is Qa}!«>n was falfe, mealie mo.utii'd and 
poore fpirited) and that alio the Fellows and odieis 
o£ the junbr Party did defpi;fe him, and look'4 
s3f>Qn him asan errant knave, he in great difcon- 
lent rotir'd, kept his Chambor, and never caitie 
into the Company of ay perfon 141 the CoU. or out 
of the CoU. fi> xhat ibon after being pofleft wkh a 
de^ Melancholy, which his ftrength and icafiin 
could not weare away, without charg to himfelf ; 
lie fell, as 'twere, downe right mad, not raving, 
but idle and i^antick, as it ajppeares by thefe paf- 
^S^« (i) By bis walking on the Mount in the 
Cc^legpe Gar4en, very betimes in a Morning, ^i 
which time he fancied Birds to flutter about his 
head, and thereifore he would be waving his armes 
and bat to keep them oE (2) By going oftentimes 
very unfeafonably to the Warden's Lodgings, aad 

there court and embrace one M'**. * Wood, 

afldng her at the fame time, whether the Lord 
^anoelkmr (Hyde) was not then behind the Hang- 
ings i (3) By going once, if not twice, betimes 
in the Morning to the Charpber of Mr. Pet.Nicolls, 
cme of the Fellows, to get him to go with him to 

take 
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take po&ifion of the Warden's Lodgings, fin[c]y« 
ing himfelf to be Warden. (4) By widking often 
in the Warden's Gallery, fuppofing himfctf to be 
Warden, ^c. with many other ridicubus n»ttin*s, 
not now to be named ;v which ihew, that the man 
wanted fleep, and that he was blinded with Aflfibi- 
cion and Covetuoufnefs. 

At length, upon fome perfwafion, he went to 
London an. 1662-3. or thereabouts, and by the 
faTOur of fome people (of whom Arnold a Civilian 
and College Tenant was one) he got a Chamber in 
Do&ors Commons, endeavouring to get praftice 
there among the. Civilians. But at length being 
found to be craz'd, had little or no employment. 
Afterwards taking a Lodging in great Woodftreet 
in that City, remained there in great Diicontent 
till the great Plague raged, and then by the juft 
hand of God being overtaken by that Difeafe, he 
was cut off from the Living in the latter J^nd of 
Sept. or beginning of O£lob. an* 1 66 Si being a juft 
reward for a knave and a rogue. 

Now for the Mifchief that befel Mert. ColL by 
having a married ftrang^r thruft upon them, will 
appeare by that which folbwes. But before I 
proceed to the particulars, I muft tell you, that 
Clayton being fully poffeft at his firft comming in 
Warden, that the Fellowes were all his Enemies, 
and that they endeavour^ to conceale the College- 
Treafure from him, and not let him know the worth 
of his place, aa it was often buz'd into his Head 

bjr 
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by hi« Flatterers (among whome D'. Th. Barlow 
muft flot be [fbrjgocten, D\ Jones alio, and an* 
other of inferior note named John Halelwood, a 
proud, ftarch'd, formal and fycophantizing Clifter- 
pipe, who was the Apothecary to Clayton when he 
prai^ticed Phyfick) he took all occafions imaginable 
to lay out Money, fpend and imbezile, and this 
fodooch was done upon the information of tho& 
perfons, that what/oever the Warden disburjes for hi$ 
6wm ufe^ the Collie muft defray. 
- Firft therefore, he and his Family, moft of them 
Women-kind (which before were look*d upon, if 
refident in the College, a Scandall and an Abomi- 
nation thereunto) being no fooner fetled, but a 
great Diflike was taken by the Lady Ciayton to the 
Warden's ftanding Goods, namely Chaures, Stooles^ 
Tables, Chimney - Furniture, the Furniture be- 
longing to the Kitcbin* Scullery, ISc. all which 
was well liked by I>. Goddard, Brent, Savile, iSc^ 
Thefe, I fay, being difliked by that proud Wo* 
man, becaule, fbrfooth, the faid Goods were out , 
of Fafibion, mufi: be ail changed and altered, to the 
great expence of the College. 

Secondly, the Warden's Garden muft be alter'd^ 
new Trees planted. Arbours made, Rootes of choice Rootet of 
flowers bought, iSc. All which tho unnece(rary,whidicoft 
yet the poore Coll. muft pay for them, and all this { ^^ 
to pleafe a Woman. Not content with tfaefe mat-* 
Hers, there muft be a new S\immer-Houfe built at 
the Soutfa-Ehd of the Warden's Garden, wherein 
her Ladyihip and her Goflips may tak^ their pka- 

fure. 
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ftirc, and any Eves-Dropper of the Family may 
harken what any of the Fellows fhould accident- 
ally talk of in the paflTage to their owne Garden. 
And tho the Warden (Ckyton) told the Society, 
that it would not coft the College above' lO^K yet 
when it was finifh'd there was an loo^. paid for it 
by the Burfar, wanting fome few fliillings. This 
work was thought unneceflfaryby many perlbns, 
becaufe it joyned almoft to the Long Gallery, the 
Larg Bay -Window whereof at it's South-End af- 
fords a better profpeft, than that of the Summer- 
Houfe. 

Thirdly, by enlarging the Expences in the Stable 
much more than any of his Predeceflbrs. For tho 
y. Nath. Brent did keep four Coach-Horfes, yet 
he was often abfent. £ut Sir Thomas tho he be 
often abfent, yet two of his Coach-Horfes (befides 
Saddle-Nags) were alwaies in the Stable. Farther 
alfo, whereas the former Wardens would take but 
ten or twelve Load of Hay out of Haly well Meads 
(which belong to the Coll. and are in the Tenure 
of a Tenant) yet this doughty Knight did take up 
34 Load at lead. And tho he ufed it not half, yet 
at the Yeare's End he did, like a Curr-Mudgin, 
fell it, and put the Money in his purfe. 

Fourthly, by burdning his Accompts with fri- 
volous Expences, to pleafure his proud Lady, as 
(i) For a Key to the Lock of the Ladies Seat in 
St. Marie's Church, to which (he would commonly 
refort. ( 2 ) for Shoes and other things for the 
Foot-Boy. 

Fiftly, 
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Fiftly, by burning in on^ ycare thrcefcbrc pounds 
worth of the choiccft Billet that could be had, not 
only in all his Roomes, but in the Kitchin among 
his Servants; without any regard had to Cole, 
which ufually ( to fave Charges ) is burnt in Kit- 
chins, and fomtimes alfo in Parlours. 

Sixthly, by encroaching upon, and taking away 
the Rooms belonging to the Fellows. One Inftance 
take for all. Mr. Filher quitted his Lodgings {viz. 
an upper Chamber with 3 Studies, and a lower 
Chamber with as many, in the great Quadrangle) 
in July an. 1665, upon notice that the King and 
Queen would fhortly come to Oxon. there to taki 
up their Winter-Quarters till towards the Spring. 
When the K. and Qu. came, which was about 
Michaelmas following, M'**. Franc. Stuart, one of 
jhc Maids of honour (afterwards Duchefs of Rich* 
mond) took poffeffion of thofe Lodgings, and 
there continued till Fcbn following ; at which time 
jthe <!^eeri, who lodged in the Warden's Lodgings^^ 
went to Weftminfter, and M'*'. Stuart with her, 
;ind then Mr. Fiflier*s Lodgings laid empty for 
fomc time. At length the Warden finding, that 
the lower Chambers of the faid Lodgings were 
convenient for him, becaufc they joyncd on the 
South fide to his Parlour, arid therefore they woul4 
make a dainty Retiring Room, or at leaft an Inner 
Parlour, he did, by egregious Flattery with fonie 
pf tht Fellowes, particularly with Mn Sterry, 
by inviting him and th^m often to his Lodgings, 

Y -did 
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• did get their Confents fo farr, as when it was pro- 
pofcd at a Meeting of the Society, to have the 
faid Rooms granted for his ufc, it was done con* 
ditionally, that the lower Chamber, joyning to the 
Bay -Tree, in the firft Quadrangle, which did be- 
long to the Warden, may henceforth be allowed 
to that Fellow, which Ihould hereafter come into 
that Chamber over thofe lower Rooms that were 
allowed for the Warden's ufe. This being granted, 
the Warden broke a dore thro the Wall that parts 
his Parlpur from the feid lower Romes, and makes 
them fit for ufe, at his owne, and not at the Col- 
lege, charge ; and they yet remaine for the War- 
den's ufe : whereby the bed Lodgings in the Col- 
lege, which ufually belonged [to] the Senior Fel- 
low, were fevered and fpoyl'd ; and all this to 
pleafe a proud and filly Woman. But afterwards 
when Mr. Sterry faw, that he was made a flioing- 
horne to ferve the Warden's turne, (for afterwards 
he difus'd- his company,- and never invited him to 
his Lodgings as formerly, only at Chriftmas, when 
the whole Society ufcd to dine there) he became 
his Enemy, repented of what he had done before 
the Society, and blamed his owne weaknefs much, 
to be fo much impofed upon, as he had been, by 
the mofl: falfe and perfidious Warden. 

Sevently, by his going to Law with the Citic 
of Oxon. concerning ccrtaine Liberties in Haly- 
well neare the faid Citie, (the Mannour of which 

• fie. 

bcjongetfe 
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bclongcth to Mcrton Coll.) an. 1666. For the 
doing of which tho, with much adoe, he got the 
confcnt of the FcUowes, yet going inconfidcratly 
on, and not taking the Counfell of old Charles 
HoUoway, Serjeant at Law$ the College was caft 
and much endamaged. And A. W. doth well re- 
member, that the Citizens infultcd fo much, when 
^hey overcame the Coll. in their fute, which was 
tried in Weftminfter hall, that in their returne 
from London, the Mayor, or chief Officers of the 
City, did ride into Oxon. triumphantly thro Haly- 
wcU, to take, as it were, poffcffion of the Liber- 
ties, that they had obtained therein. And one 

Chilmead, as he remembers, who had 

been one of the Bel-men of the City, but then li- 
ving as an Under-Tenant in Haly well, did in their 
paffage prefcnt them with Wine and Ale, while 
the Parilh Bells rang for joy, occafion'd, as 'twas 
fuppofed, by the faid Chilmead. 

In all theie unreafonable proceedings, Jofeph 
Harvey, one of the FcUowes, did conftantly op- 
pofe the Warden, and had there been more Har^* 
veys (for he was a man of a high and undaunted 
fpirit) they would have curb'd his proceedings fo 
much, that they would have made him weary of 
the place 5 but moft of them (the FcUowes) being 
fneaking and obnoxious, they did run rather with 
the temper of the Warden, than ftand againft him, 
mcerly to keep themfelves in and enjoy their com* 
fortable importances. 

Y % And^ 
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And now by this time the College was ran ex* 
ceedingly into debt, and how to pay it the Society 
knew not. At length, upon confultation, the So- 
ciety addrefs'd themfelves to their Patron, the Arch* 
bifhop of Canterbury (Sheldon) an. 1671, before 
whom they made it plainly to appeare, that, by 
the Warden's meanes, the Coll. was run into debt, 
and that, by comparing his Accompts with the 
Accompts of thofe of S'. Nath. Brent, he had 
ipent a thousand pound more than the faid S'. Na« 
thaniel, for the Yeares behind, fince he had, been 
Warden, (^c. The Warden S'. Thomas is there- 
fore chid and reprehended by the Archbiihop 5 
which was all the remedy that they could get, and 
an order was then made, that the College (hould 
pay the Debt, and not the Warden ; which was 
then look'd upon as a moft unreafonable thing. 
But there was falfnefs in the matter -, for he that 
E, D. had for 7 yeares fpoken againft the * Wardin and 
his Proceedings, and was an Enemy to him, the 
Warden did, by his ufual Flatteries, gain him for 
a time, collogued eogechcr, and work'd their ends 
fo much, that they found means, that the College 
(hould pay the Debt : which being done, he flight- 
ed him, *

In 1667 twas fxpeAed there fliould be an Elec- 
tion of FelloweS) but» upon pretence that the Col* 
. lege was in debt, ther^ was no Ekftion made tiS 
1672. fo the poblick fuSer'd, and all people *than 
faid) that MerUn Coll. maA hut an tncot^derabk 
Figure in the Univerjliie^ &c. 

Notwithftanding all thefe things, yet the War- 
den, by the Motion of his Lady, did put the Col- 
lege to unneccflary Charges, and very frivolous 
Expences, among which were a very larg Looking- 
Glafs, for her to fee her ugly face, and body to 
the middle, and perhaps lower, which was bought 
in Hilary Terme 1674, and coft, as the Burfar 
told me, above- le^ A bedfteed and Bedding 
worth 40^'. muft alfo be bought, bccaufc the for- 
mer Bedftede and Bedding was too fhort for him 
(he being a tall man) fo perhaps when a (hort War- 
den comes, a fhort bed muft be bought. As hin 
bed was too fhort, (b the wicket of the Common 
Gate entring into the Coll. was too low, therefore 
that was made higher in 1676, in the month of 
Auguft. The faid Burfar G. Roberts hath feveral 
times told me, that either he the Warden, or his 



Coll. fince he might have treated the Dr. as freely under that 
Article, in the Year 1664, as he has pointed him out here. 

It is poffible that the Dr. when he found all Qppofition to 
be in vain» might fliew. fuch perfonal Civility to the Warden, 
as, to a Man of Mr. a Wood's rigid Perfeverance, appeared 
hiconfiilent with his former Profeffions and Behaviour. See 
Biograph.

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Lady do invent, and fit thinking how to put the 
College to charge, to pleafe themfelves, and no 
end there is to their unlimited Defire. He told me 
alfo, that there was no Terrier taken of the Goods 
he had, which were bought at the College charg ; 
and therefore they did carry many of them, efpe- 
cially the Looking Glafs, to their Country Seat, 
called the Vacb^ in Chalfont Pari(h neare Wycomb 
in Bucks, which S'. Tho. Clayton had bought of 
the Duke of York, who had received the faid Man- 
nour from the King, fallen unto him by the At- 
tainder of Georg Fleetwood, Efq;. one that fate 
in judgment on K. Ch. I. 
Jim. 29. A. W. was at Sandford "^ neare Oxon. in the 
Houfe of Joh. Powell, Gent, which was a Houfe 
and Preceptory fomtimes belonging to the Knigbts 
Templars. He took a note of fome Armcs in a 
Bay -Window in a low Room there. Thence he 
went to Littlemore, and neare it he found an an- 
^ tient Houfe, called Mincberie^ or Mincbionrea^ that 
is, the Place of Nunns, founded there of old time. 
But nothing of the Chappel or Church is there 
ftanding.

Lower is remarkable for firfl finding out the Medicinal Spring 
at Aftrop, and for his Experiments relating to the Transfuflon 
of Blood from one Subjefh to another, recorded in the Kii- 
lofophical Tranfadlions ; of which neverthelet lut waa not 
the original Inventor. After many Years fucccfiful Pra^life 
in London, he died there, on the 17^*. of January 16^90.

S' Charles Sedley, B^ fomtlmes of Wadham junc. 
Coll. Charles Lord Buckhurft (afterwards Earl of 
Middlefex) S'. Thom. Ogle, ^c. were at a Cook's 
houfe, at the figae of the Cock in 9ow-ftreet negre 
Covent-Gardeq, within the Libcrtie of Weftmin- 
fter ; and being all inflam'd with ilrong Liquors, 
they went inp the Balcony, joyniqg to their Cham- 
ber-Window, and putting downe their Breeches, 
they fxcrementtzcd in the Street. Which being 
done, Sedley dripped himfelf naked, and with 
Eloquence preached Blafphemy to the People. 
Whereupon a Riot being raifed, the people be- 
came very clamourous, and would have forced the 
Pore, next to the Street, open -, but being hind- 
fed, the Preacher and his Company were pelted, 
A 4 a into^ 
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ifltd their Rome or CKamber, and the Windows 
belonging thereunto were broken. 

ThisFrollick being foon fpread abroad, cTpe- 
cially by the fanatical Party, who aggravated it to 
the utmoft, by making it the mdl fcandalous 
thing in nature, and nothing more reproachful to 
Religion than that, the faid Company were funv* 
moned to the Court of Juftice in Wcftminfter hall, 
where being indifted of a Riot before S\ Roh. 
Hyde, Lord Ch. Juftice of the Common Pleas^ 
were all fined, and S'. Char. Sedky being fined 
500^^ he made anfwer, that be thought he was the 
firft man that paid for fhiting. S\ Rob. Hyde aSk- 
ed him, whether he ever read the book, called, 
Tie Compkat Gentleman &c ? to which S'. Charles 
made Anfwer, that, fit ajiie bis Lcrdflnip^ be bad 
read more books than bimfelf^ &c. The day of pay- 
ment being appointed, S*. Charles defircd Mr. Hen. 
Killigrew and another Gent, to apply themfelvcs 
to his Majeftie, to get it off, but inftcad of that, 
they beg'd the faid fiim of his Majeftie, and would 
not abate S'. Charles two pence of the Money. 
Afterwards S% Charles taking up, and growing 
very ferious, he was chofen a Recruiter for that 
long Parliament, which began 8 May 1661. and 
was diflblved in the latter End of 1678. This 
Memoir is here fct dpwne, becaufe A.W, had fome 
acquaintance with Sir Ch. Sedley, and afterwards 
fome acquaintance with Charles L"^.

A. W. went precifely at the time appointed, and Jub, zz. 
found Mr. Prynne in his black Taffaty- Cloak, 
edg'd with black lace at the bottom. They went 
to the Tower direftly thro the City, then lying in 
ruins, (occafion'd by the grand Conflagration that 
hapned in 1666) but by his meeting with feveral 
Citizens, and prating with them, it was about 10 
of the clock before they could come to the fame 
place. He there fliew'd A. W. a place where he 
ihould fit and write, (hew'd him the Repertorium^ 
and fpoke to Jennings, the Reacher of the Re* 
cords, that he (hould let him have any Record, 
that he ihould point at in the faid Repertorium. 
After that, he conduced A. W. into the white 
Tower, where he was ilrangely furprized, to fee

numj or his Baronage: And fo long as A. W. ftayd 
in London, which were but a few Dayes, he fpent 
them there in his Company, and at I2 of the 
Clock every day they dined together at a Cook*s 
houfe within the Tower, and fomtimes had Jdn- 
ni[n]gs (a boon Blade) amoog them.

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The fame day at night, A. W. fcnt Letters by 
the Poft to D'. Tho. Barlow, to let him know, 
what he had done at London, and to give him 
thanks for the fatherly favours be did unto him. 
tg. He returned to Oxon. It was the 6rft time that 
A. W. was at London % and the truth is, his time 
being (hort, he only took meafures, what to doc 
at his next going to that place. 
July iS. He b^an to perufe the Evidences, Rent-RoHs, 
&c. in Ch. Ch. Treafury, over the Cloyfter there, 
and continued'fo doing all the remaining part of 
July, all Auguft, and part of Sept. For there 
was work enough for a curious and critical Anti- 
quary, that would hold him tugg for a whole yeare* 
There are a great many Evidences which belong* 
cd to S^ Fridefwyde's Priory, but no Rent»Roils 
of their Lands and Tenements. There are miny 
Evidences and Rcnt-RoUs that belonged to Ofney 
Abbey, and innumerable broken Writings and 
Rolls, which belonged to the Priories and Nunne- 
ries that were diflblv*d by the mcanes of Card. 
Wolfey, towards the Eredion of his College in 
Oxon. But this the Reader muft know, that the 
faid College being not fetled by Law when the 
Cardinal fell, all the Lands, which were appointed 
for the faid Coll. came into the King's hands. So 
that between the Cardinal's fall, and the fettlement 
of the College by the King, which was 3 years at 
Icaft, moft of the Lands of the faid diffolv'd Pri- 
ories and Nunneries, being ibkl to, or beg'd of 
the King by, hungry Courtiers, who had only the 

King's 
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King's Grant for them, without the antient Evi^ 
dences belonging to them, thofe Evidences remain- 
ed ftill in Cardinal, now Ch. Ch, Coll. And be- 
caufe the Members thereof have not the Lands, 
which thofe Evidences concern, they take no care 
of the Evidences, but lay them in a By-place ex- 
posed to Weather, and thereby arc much perifh'd, 
and become not legible. From thefc Evidences 
did A. W. furnilh S\ Will. Dugdale with many 
things, which he iiiferted in his third Vol. of Afo- 
naftkan Anglkanumy viz. with thofe four Evidences 
tn p. II. concerning Wallingford : with eleven 
others in p.i 3,14,1 5. concerning Littlemorc Nun- 
nery, within the Prccinfts of Sandford in Oxford- 
ihire, which by a Miftake Sr. William hath added 
to Sandford in Berks : with 4 Copies in p. 30, 31. 
concerning Horkefley, a Cell to the Abbey of 
TefFord : with a Copie in p. 77. b. concerning 
Otte/iam Priory : with the Charter concerning the 
Hofpital of Ginges in Efiex, otherwife called 
Gynge-Montegney, and with many others, which 
he thought not fit to be publiflied. 

^ohn Willis, yonger Brother to D'. Thom.Willis 
the famous Phyfitian, wits then Chapter-Clerk of 
Ch. Church ; and he then defigning to make a 
Repertorie of Records belonging to the faid 
Church, made choice of that time to do it, to the 
end that he might have the Affiftance of A. W. 
which he freely imparted, and demonftrated to him 
ffom ieveral Evidences, what Encroachments that 
Church had fofibred in many places in Oxon. on 

their 
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their Lands and Tenements, which formerly be^ 
longed to S^ Fridefwyde and Ofney. 
Aus, 31. John Aubrey, of Eailon-Piers in the Pari£h of 
Kington S. Michael in Wiltlh. was in Oxon. with 
Edw. Foreft a Bookfeller, living againft Allf. Coll. 
to buy books. He then faw lying on the Stall 
Noiitia AcademU O^onicf^si and asking, who the 
Author of that book was r he anfwer'd, the Re* 
port was, that one Mr. Anth. Wood, of Merton 
ColL was the Author, but was not. Whereupon 
Mr* Aubrey, a pretender to Antiquities, having 
been contemporary to A. Wood's elder Brother in 
Trin. ColL and well acquainted with him, he 
thought, that he might be as well acquainted with 
A. W. himfclf. Whereupon repairing to his Lodg- 
ings, and telling him who he was, he got into his 
acquaintance, talk'd to him about his Studies, and 
ofFer'd him what aflUlance he could make, in order 
to the completion of the Work that he was in 
hand with. Mr. Aubrey was then in a fparkifh 
Garb, came to Towne with his Man and two 
Horfes, fpent high, and flung out A. W. at all 
Recknings.

Tower over the Gate were freely put into my 
hand, and he perufcd the Evidences partly in the 
Tower, and partly in a Chamber on the South fide 
of it, which then belonged to Edw, Bernard, one 
cf thr Prod^ors oi the Univerfity j for thro his 
chamber was the paffage up to the Tower.

Lord of the Mannor of Bor- 
ftall, temp. H. 6. In the beginning of this book 
is reprefented in Colours the Mannour Houfe of 
Borftall, with a Moat round it, and the Lord of 
the Mannour ^Jobankes fiUusNigelli) iffuing out of 
his houfe to meet a certain King and his retinew. 
And at fome diftance from the Houfe the Lord 
kneels downe to the King, and prefcnts him with 
a Boare's Head on the top of a fword or Ipeare, 
This, as the Tradition of the Family gocth, is an 
AUufion to the Cuftome of the Mannour (Borftall) 
to prefent the King with a Boare's head, becaufe 
the faid Mannour was in antient time, when 'twas 
wooddy, a Stall or Den for wild Boares. 

Between 9 and 10 of the clock at night, being 
an hour or two after fupper, there was feen by 
them M. H. and A. W. and thofe of the Family 
of Borftall, a Draco volans fall from the sky. It 
made the place fo light for a time, that a man 
might fee to read* It feemed to A. W. to be as 
long as AUfaints fteeple in Oxon. being long and

When A. W. went to 
School at Thame, he ufually retired to this place 
to gather Nuts, haying been then great plenty, 
and more in antient time, which caufed it to be 
called Nutl^y that is, the place of Nuts.

A* W. was difmift from his ufual and conftant June 26. 
Diet, which for many yeares he had taken in the 
Houie where he was borne, and then lived, by the 
rudeoefs and barbarity of a brudfli Woman, of 
which fhe afterwards repented, when too late. 
A. W. was put to his Shifts, a great deale of 
Trouble, and knew not what to doe, becaufe his 
Difmiis was fuddaine, whereas there fhould have 
been a Month's warning at leaft. He was afham'd 
to go to a publick houfe, becaufe he was a fenior 
Mafter, and becaiife his Relations lived in Oxon. 
and to go to Merton Coll. (which he had left, as 
to his Diet, for feveral yeares before) he was much 
refolv'd in himfelf againfl it. He had a name in

the Buttery-book there, and took bread and beere 
when he could go no where elfe for meat. By his 
much fafting, and drinking more than ufually, the 
whole courfe of his Body was chang'd. Weaknefles 
came into feveral of his joynts, efpecially in the 
IcggS) and great noifes in his eares : and in the 
next yeare he found a Deafnefs, firft in his right, 
and afterwards in his- left, eare, which continued 
more or lefs till Death. This Difafter, A- W- look'd 
upon as the firft and greateft Mifery of his Life. 
It made him exceeding melancholy and more re- 
tired ; was alfo at great charg in taking phyfick and 
flops, to drive the noifes out of his ears, and D'. 
Joh. Lamphire took a great deal of paines about 
them, but in vaine. You will heare more hereafter, 
what Trouble and Charge A. W. was put to, to 
obtaine his hearing. 
Jul. 6. Eiias Afhmole, Efq;. came to Oxon. to fpend 
fome time there, and to fee the folemnity of the 
great A& approaching.

A. W. went to London in the Flying*Coach,Aag.244 
having before been nominated by the Proftors one 
of the 12 Matters of Arts, to attend the Solem- 
nity of the Inftallation of James Duke of Or- 
monde to the Chancellourihip of the Univerfitie 
of Oxon. 

A. W. went about 8 of the clock in the Morn- aj, 
ing by Whitehall towards S'. John Cotton's Houfe 
ncareWeftminfter-hall, to borrow fome MSS. from 
his Library, to carry on the grand work of the 
Hift, and Antiq. of the Univ. of Oxon. He met 
ftcare Whitehall Gate with D'. Joh. Fell, D'. Rich. 
AUeftrie, D'. Tho. Yate, 6?r. comming from 
Prayers, as it fecms, at Whitehall, who told him, 
that at 12 of the clock of the faid Day, he was to 
meet the Oxford Scholars then in London, to dine 
with his Grace the Archb. of Canterbury (Sheldon) 
at Lambeth. They told him then, that if he met 
by chance with any Oxford Doftors or Matters, 
between that time and i^ of the Clock, he fliould 
tell them of it, which he did. Afterwards he bor« 
rowed certaine MSS. and at 12 of the Clock he 
pafled over the Water to Lambeth with D\ Yate, 
Froftor Alfop and others. When they came there,

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the Archb: w» at the Councill Table at¥ntitehall 
with the King, and did not recurne till one of the 
Clock* In the meane time the Do&ots and Mas- 
ters entertained themfelvea with Pifhjres and other 
Rarities in the Gallery and had divers Difcourfes. 
At length the Archb. came among them with D'. 
Fell, and at their firft entric into the Gallery, A. W. 
being next to the Dore, D\ Fell faid to the Arch- 
bilhop : If it pleafi your Grace^ here is a Mqfin- of 
4rts (pointing to A.W.) that you mufi take notice 
of.

Whereupon 
the Archb. comming towards him, A.W. kneeled 
downe, and he blefs'd hini^ and laying his hand 
upon his Shoulder when he was riien, fpoke very 
kindly to him, and told him, that be was glad tbat 
tbere was fucb a perfon in tbe Univerfitie^ tbat bad 
generous mind to fucb a work* He bid him to 
ptXKreed in his Studies, that be fhould be encourag^dy 
and want notbing tbat was equal to bis Deferts. 

Afterwards the[y] all went downe into the com- 
mon Hall, where were divers Biihops and perfons 
of Qualitie, and others that thruft in, befides the 
Oxford Scholars that dined there. There was a 
high Table went crofs the upper end of the Hall, 
and Tables on each fide, as in College Halls. S\ 
Leolin Jenkins being then there, he laid his hands 
on A. W. and made him fit at the high Table

With Mr. Hugh Crefley * at Somerfet houfe. 39, 
He difcourfcd with him, but found not his expec- 



• Hugh Paulin, or Strcnus CrciTcy, the Son of Hugh 
Crcflcy a Counfellor of Lincoln's Inn, was born at Wakefield 
in Yorkfliire, ^. D. 1605. Having received the firft Part of 
his Education in his Native Country, he became a Member 
of the Univerfity of Oxford, and after taking the Degree of 
B. A. was made Fellow of Merton College. Soon after he 
became Chaplain to Thomas Lord Wentworth with whom he 
lived fome Years. About the Year 1638 he went to Ireland 
with Lucius Cary Lord Vifcount Falkland, by whofe Intereft 
he was, in 1642, promoted to a Canonry of Windfor, and 
to the Deanery of Laughlin in Ireland, but, through the 
Difturbances of the Times, never obtained the Pofleflion of 
either. After the unfortunate Death of his Patron, being, in 
a manner, deilitute of Subiiftence, he accepted a Propofal of 
traveling with Charles Bertie, Efq; aftcrvsrards Earl of Fal- 
mouth. In his Tour through Italy with his Pupil, moved by 
the declining State of .the Church of England, he began to 
liKen, to the PeHuafion of the Romiih Divines, and in the 
Year 1646 made a public Profeffion at Rome of his being re- 
conciled 90 that Church. He went from thence to Paris and 
there publiihed the Motircs of his Conver£on. After this

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tttion latisfied. He was then one of the ChapMnrs 
to Qu. Catherine. 

Thence he was conduced by Will. Rogers of 
Line. Inn to M'. Davenport, commonly called 
Sanda Clara, * who alio had an apartment in the 



Step, he wai enclined to enter into the Monaftery of Engllih 
Carthofians at Newport in Flandert, but being diflaaded by 
his Friends, he was recommended to Henrietta Maria Qneen 
Dowager of England, and uken under her Protection, and 
refolving to retire to the College of BenediAine Monks at 
Douay^, her Majefty g^ve him one hundred Crowns towards 
the Ezpeace of his Journey, which (he could but ill fpare. 
Here he entered into the Order, and, on that Occafion chan- 
ged the Name of Hugh Paulin for that of Serenus de CrcF'^i 
After the EeHoration, Queen Catherine appointed him her 
Chaplain, and thence forward he refided in Somerfct Houfe 
4n the Strand. The great Regularity of his Life, and the 
Care he took to avoid all concern in Political Affiurs prefervcd 
him in Quiet and Safety in the moft troublefome time. But he 
was a zealous Champion for the Church of Rome, and dif- 
tinguiihcd himfelf by many Performances written in her 
Caufe, to which proper Anfwers were given by feveral emi- 
nent ProtelUnt Divines. At length, growing in Years, he 
fought for Peace in a quiet Retirement in the Houfe of Ri- 
chard Caryll, Efqj at Eafl Grinftead in SuiFex, and dying 
upon the lo. of Aug. 1674, being near 70 Years old, was 
buried in the Pariih Church there.

After fome time fpent in foreign UniveriitieSy he be- 
came a Miilionary in England, where he went by the Name 
of FrancifcMs a SanBa Clara^ and was one of the Chaplains to 
Henrietta Maria Queen to King Charles I. His being known 
to Arch-Biihop Laud, and a Requeft he made to that Prelate 
to print a Work entitled Deusy Natura^ Gratia^ were made 
part of the Charge againft his Grace of Canterbury, from 
which he fully Vindicated himfelf. 

During the Rebellion, he lived in an obfcure Manner, but 
was fometimes at Oxford for the Ufe of the Public Library. 
. After the Reftoration, he was made Chaplain to Queen Ca- 
therine and Provincial of his Order in England. He was 
well verfed in School Divinity, and in Ecclefiailical and 
profane Hiflory. He was a Perfon of a frep Difcourfc, of a 
vivacious and quick Countenance, but Crefley was referved 
and of a melancholy Turn. Francis St. Clara, alias Hunt, 
alias Coventry (for he went by all thefe Names) died in Lon- 
don, May 31. 1 680. and was buried in th6 Church belong- 
ing to the Savoy. It was his defirc, many Years before his 
Death, to retire to Oxon to die, purpofely • that his Bones 
mighe be laid in St. Ebb's Church (to which the Manfion of 
the Framrifcans or grisy Friars fometimes joynpd, and in 
which fcvcral of the Brethren were anciently interred) par- 
ticularly by thofe of his Old Friend John Day, a learned 
Friar of his Order, who was there buried, an, 165S.

(2) He was 
to runn over all his IplngUlb Copie, to direft the 
Tranflatqr where, ^nd what ipace to leave for the 
faid Charters, fSc. and whatfoever was to be re- 
prefented in Italick Charafter; which done, he 
was to enter them intp the Tranflation, with his 
owne hand. (3) He was alfo to put all the Quo- 
tatiQiis and Marginal Notes with his owne hand.

Accordingly they made good TJfe of dieir Time, and taking 
exorbitant Fines for Renewals of College Eftates, almoft fold 
Qttt tbt whoU interteft of ^e Cplkge In fuch Efbtes : In Coo- 
fequence of wldcli» ^fter the Reftoration, the Tenant, on 
Appeal, gained $ Decree in Chancery againft the College.

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He wa3 alfo, according to the defire of the tid^ 
legacy, to write, while the Tranflation was in do-» 
ing, the Lives of all the Writer^s that he could 
obtaine, to be put in the refpeftive Colleges and 
Halls, wherein the[y] had been bred 5 which ac- 
cordingly he did, before the Hiftorie and Annalls 
were work'd ofF. But this was not all ; for, for 
the completion of this Work, he was forced to fend 
very many letters abroad, to his great charge, for 
a Notitia of fome of them. He alfo did, before 
the Annals (beginning with the Conquerour) went 
to the Prefs, write the Hiftory of the Black, Grey, 
Auftin, White, Trinitarian, Crouched and Peni- 
tentiarian, Fryers, amounting to about 10 flieeta 
when printed, which were not in the Englifh Co- 
pie when it was fold to the Univerfitie. And this 
he did, becaufe he knew full well, that the enu- 
rlieration and charafters of thofe many learned 
Tryers, mentioned in the Hiftory of thofe order?, 
would make very much for the honour of the Uni- 
verfity of Oxon. in forreign Parts. His life day 
and night was in a continual Agitation, 

S'. Pet. Leyceftcr,* of Chefliire, having written 
a book containing the Antiquities of fome part of

Reftaiiration of his Majefty, an. 1660. ( for whofe Caufc he 
had before fufFered) he was created a Baronet^ and probably, 
had he fought, he might have had beneficial Places confer'd 
on him, but fuch was the Love he had fbr his native Country, 
that, poilponing all Matters of Profit, he ftudied and laboured 
to revive it's Antiquities that had almoft been buried in Ob- 
livion, which he afterwards publifhed. This Sir Peter died 
at Nether Tablcy 11 Odl. 1678, and was buried by his An- 
ceftors in our Ladies Chappel on the north Side of the Church 
at Great Budworth in Chefhire.

The moft lUuftrious Prince John William Prince 
of Ncwburg (Son of the Duke of Newburg) Count 
Palatine of the Rhine, Duke of Bavaria, Giulicrs, 
Clcve and of Mons, Count or Earl of Valcntia, 
Spinhim la Mark, Ravenlburg and Moers, Lord 
of Ravenftein &c. coming to the Univerfity, 
was created D'. of the Civil Law.

Afterward he was conduced to his Seat 
of St^tc on the right hand of the Vice-Chancellor, 
and then the Dep. Orator, who flood on the other 
Side near to the Regiftrary's Dcflc, complimented 
with another Speech in the Name of the Univer- 
fity.

King himfetf, who was then at WoodHock, continued their 
Outrages for feversl Says, not only killing or wounding the 
Scholars^ but, in Contempt of the Sacerdotal Order, de- 
ftroying all the Religious Crpifes in the Town* For which 
Offences the King deprived the City of many valuable Prx^ 
vilecigesy and bellowed them on the Univerfity, and the Bi- 
ihop of Lincoln forbid the Adminiftratipn of the Sacraments 
to the Citizens. In the following Year, they petitioned for 
a Mitigation of this Sentence, bat without Succeft ; but in 
1357, a total abrogation of it was granted upon Condition 
that the City ihould annually celebrate on St. Scholaftica's 
Day, Feb. 10. a Number of MaiTes for the Souls of the 
Scholars killed in the Confli£l ; the Mayor and Bailiffs with 
iixty of the chief Burgeffes being bound alfo to fwear, at St. 
Mary's Church, Obfervance of the cuftomary Rights of the 
Univeriity, under the Penalty of 100 Marks, in Cafe of OmiP- 
fion of this Ceremony. And it was further ordered, that the 
faid Citizens fhould, after Mafs, offer up iingly at the high 
Altar one penny, of which fourty pence were to be diftri- 
butcd to poor Scholars and the remaining to the Curate of St. 
Mary's. This Offering being omitted, upon pretence that 
Maffes were abolifhed, the Univerfity, in Qjieen Elizabeth's. ~ 
Reign, fued them for the Sum of 1500 Marks due for fuch 
Negled during 15 Years } when it was decreed that inftead

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One hundred and ninety two Bachelors to de- 
termine this Lent, but 23 or thereabouts were not 
prcfented on Egg Saturday, their Time for deter- 
mining fhort, that is to fay, every Bachelor was to 
determine twice between the 17 Feb. to 7 March^ 
becaufe the King was to come foon after, and the 
Parliament to fit on 21 ft March.

Years, he returned, the War 
in England being then ccafed, and took to Wile 
Henrietta Maria Savage, Daughter of the Lord 
Savage about 1647. vrho, tho* a tall, proper and 
handfomc Woman, yet Ihe proved not a good 
Wife to him, as being lavifli and improvident, to 
to the dinainilhing of his Eftate.

Hyde anfwer'd that: it 
was, and that it treated of Philofophy, but not 
fo as that of European Philofophy. Whereupon 
his Maj. alked whether the Chinefe. had any Divi- 
nity ? to which D'. Hyde anfwer-d yes, but 'twas 
Idolatry, they being all Heathens, but yet that 
they have in their Idol Temple Statues reprefent- 
ing the Trinity, and other Piftures which fhew 
that antient Chriftianity had been amongft them ; 
to which he anfwer'd by a Nod. After that, his 
Maj, left offafking any more Qucftions, only turn- 
ing his Eyes up toward BifhopV Laud's MSS, on 
his Right Hand D'. Hyde told him that thofe 
Books, which were all MSS, were given by Arch- 
bifhop Laud. 

At length, his Majeftie having eaten enough,

SUCH was the laft Sicknefs of Mr. Anthony 
a Wood, which put an End to a Life of fixty 
three Years, of which near forty nine were fpent in a 
continued Purfuit of the venerable Remains of An- 
tiquity, and in preferving them for the Ufe of Pof- 
terity. The large Volumes He publilhed, toge- 
ther with the CoUedion of curious Papers in MSS, 
which He left, by his Will, to the Place of his 
Education, are indifputable Proofs of his Abili- 
ties, Induftry, and Care. The Singularity which 
appears in the Stile of his Compofitions, frequently 

the 
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the Subjcft of 'Ridicule to Modern Refinement^ 
fliould rather be placed to the Fault of tholc 
Timesi in which He imbibed the Rudiments of 
Learning, when uncouth Phrafcology was the 
prevailing Tafte, and to that reclufe Way of Life 
which difabled )iim from correding it afterwards, 
by enjoying the Benefit of improved Converfation* 
Contented with a moderate, it might be faid, a 
narrow Income, He was indefatigable in the Pur- 
fuit of Truth, and fearlefs of Danger when cm* 
ployed in delivering it to future Times. He lived 
in the Praftife of ftrift Integrity and Jufticc, and 
died with a pious Refignation to the Divine Will^ 
and a fincere Repentance of thofe Errors, into 
which the Infirmity of his Nature had betrayed 
him« 

He was attended to the Grave by his mod inti- 
mate Friends, and buried in the Ante-Chapel of 
the Church of St. John Baptift de Merton in Ox- 
ford. In a (hort Time after his Deceafe, a fmall 
neat Monument was erefted to his Memory by 
Thomas Rowney^ £fq; containing this fhort but 
comprehenfive Epitaph.
